and Election 


Annual Meeting Held March 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9, 1962 
Annual Election Held March 13 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Memorial Auditorium, Lawrence High School, Falmouth, Massachusetts, 
on March 5, 1962 at 7:00 o’clock p.m. to act upon the articles contained 
therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to office were:

Mrs. Ruth E. Nelson was sworn as stenographer for the duration of 
the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:16 p.m. by the Moderator, George 
L. Moses. 


The Town Meeeting Members were counted, 164 announced present 
and a quorum declared, the necessary number to constitute a quorum for 
the meeting being 128. 


The hour of the Tuesday meeting and subsequent meetings was voted 
to be 7:30 p.m. at the same place.

The Zoning By-Law is currently vague in the subject of signs and 
their regulation. Abuses have occurred, due to ambiguity and division 
of responsibility, to the extent that the roadsides are becoming cluttered 
with frequently unsightly advertising. This article proposes to define 
signs and establish limitations to their use, subject to certain reasonable 
specified exceptions. 


A companion article asks revocation of all existing permits for off- 
premises signs before a certain date, so that all such signs shall thereafter 
be subject to a uniform code and control. 


Adoption of this article will strengthen and clarify the by-law and 
improve the appearance of the Town. 


Voted, as duly amended, by unanimous vote, that the Town does 
amend the Zoning By-Law by adding and inserting, in Section 2 thereof, 
the following new paragraph: 


‘n. Sign. Any device, surface or framework on which words, sym- 
bols or other designs are inscribed or displayed and designed to call at- 
tention thereto, including flags, banners and the like.” 
and further, by adding and inserting, in Section 17 thereof, the following 
new paragraph: 

“gs. Except in Business and Light Industrial Districts, signs, acces- 
sory to permitted uses under this by-law, shall be on the same premises 
as the permitted use only, and shall not be erected, displayed or main- 
tained in any other, off-premises location except as specifically set forth 
in Section 27 of this by-law.” 


“i, Permit the erection and maintenance of signs in off-premises 
locations, provided that: the need is clearly established; the permitted 
sign shall be directional in nature only; no neon tubing shall be used; 
and the total area of the sign shall be not more than ten (10) square feet. 
Such signs shall be placed in such manner and location, and for such 
periods as the Board of Appeals may direct.” 


By a counted vote of 152 in favor and 11 against the motion prevailed 
by more than the necessary two-thirds vote, a quorum being present. 


Article 60. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By- 
Law by adding, at the beginning of the list of districts in Section 3 there- 
of, the following:

The result would be the creation of a relatively 
narrow strip of business district in one ownership fronting on Metoxit 
Road, a residential street in a Single Residence A District. The Board 
believes that such a Ghange would not be beneficial to the area.

The 
recommendation was for indefinite postponement of Article 66 for the

A similar request to that made in this article was rejected by the 
Special Town Meeting of 9 Oct. 1957 (Art. 12). At that time, the Board’s 
report recommended against the change, stating in part: “The Business 
District proposed by this article is a small one, entirely surrounded by 
residential property, a considerable amount of which is built upon, and 
the topography and available unoccupied land in the vicinity would not 
appear to lend themselves to the ultimate creation of a new business 
center in this area; it is therefore considered spot zoning.” 


In the Board’s opinion, no change in the physical character or uses 
in the area have occurred since 1957 which would cause the Board to 
revise its earlier position. 


The Board is aware that there have been changes in the traffic and 
parking situation in Woods Hole which have been instrumental in bring- 
ing about this present request for a zoning change, for the alleged pur- 
pose of permitting a parking lot on the subject parcel. While the Board 
recognizes the existence of a parking problem which cries for relief, the 
Zoning By-Law does not provide for the creation of a business district 
restricted to a particular use. Since the Board feels that the establish- 
ment, in this location, of a business district essentially unlimited in use, 
as provided in the By-Law, would be unwise, it must therefore recom- 
mend against the proposed change. 

By a counted vote of 96 in favor and 58 against, Article 66 was in- 
definitely postponed.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The year 1962 saw a great deal of improvement in the 
problems that have plagued Falmouth Heights in recent 
summers. A parking ban on most of the side streets, although 
causing inconveniences, greatly reduced the overcrowding 
and confusion at Falmouth Heights on weekends. The Mass. 
Department of Public Works was very helpful by allowing 
the Town to regulate the traffic and parking in this area. 


It was necessary, however, to relax the parking ban at the 
Worcester Park area, to allow parents with small children to 
park near the beach. To have any effective control in this 
area it is imperative that off street parking be provided for 
Falmouth residents and their guests. The relocation of Me- 
nauhant Road at Bristol’s Corner and a parking lot for resi- 
dents at this location are again being proposed, and we be- 
lieve that these projects are necessary if any more progress 
is to be made at the Heights. 


The traffic and parking problems in Woods Hole are still 
far from a solution. While it appears that some progress was 
made last summer, the situation has not changed to any great 
extent. As a result of the vote of the 1962 Town Meeting, 
your Board of Selectmen has filed a bill in the Legislature 
asking that the Mass. D. P. W. take over the railroad parking 
lot, and run it as an extension to the Highway System. The 
Steamship Authority is also negotiating to purchase this 
property. It is hoped that one of these Departments will be 
able to make some major improvements in this area. 


All claims which are outstanding, and all Suits, in which 
the Town is involved, will be found in the Report of the Town 
Counsel, Mr. John P. Sylvia, Jr. 


Chapter 90 funds have been increased in the past two 
years, and as a result of a recent State Bond Issue, Falmouth 
will receive nearly $43,000.00, which will be a great help in 
extending our major roads. 
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Our secondary roads, and the road maintenance, still 
must come from Town funds, and as the number increases, 
the financial burden will also increase. 


The U.S. Army Engineers have conducted a Beach Ero- 
sion Control Study of the South Shore of Falmouth from 
Nobska to Waquoit Bay. While they recommend a number of 
corrective measures, the report is unfavorable to Federal Par- 
ticipation in the cost of such protective work. The engineers 
feel that due to the adequacy of public beach areas for re- 
creational use, and the limited value of benefits to be derived 
from protecting public property, that Falmouth does not 
qualify for Federal Aid under Public Law 826, and they there- 
fore recommend against such aid.

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A total of twenty-four premature babies born alive were 
reported to this department in 1962. Financial assistance was 
given to four infants whose parents were unable to assume 
responsibility for the hospitalization. 


All barns were inspected and the annual census of live- 
stock was completed in December and forwarded to the State 
Department of Public Health. 


A supply of serums and vaccine are kept in the office 
under refrigeration and are available to the doctors in town 
without cost. 


The Regulations for Collecting Garbage & Rubbish can 
be obtained at the Board of Health Office. Householders and 
Businessmen should acquaint themselves with the rules. 


Throughout the year, restaurants, stores and school cafe- 
terias were inspected several times by the County Sanitary 
Inspector and the local Health Officer. 


Acting under the Sanitary Code—Article XI adopted in 
1962, this department issued seventy-one sewage permits. 


Corrective action is being taken regarding the problem 
of refuse strewn along our highways by vehicles tranpsorting 
refuse to the disposal area with improper covering. The co- 
operation of the public, along with letters of warning to 
known offenders has improved the situation greatly. This 
campaign will be expanded for 1963. 


Mr. Albert W. Lawrence, the contractor for the collection 
of garbage and refuse, has done an outstanding job. The very 
few complaints received in this office were promptly handled 
in a courteous manner.

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Report of the Barnstable County 
Health Department - 1962 


To the Board of Health 
Town of Falmouth 


Early in the year the United States Public Health service 
approved the manufacture and distribution of Sabin Oral 
Poliomyelitis Vaccine. Thus another method was added for 
the prevention of this disease. Clinics for children from the 
age of three months through the first grade in school were 
organized by the public health nurses in all Towns of this 
County, and 9,000 children were given Types I and III of the 
vaccine. Plans are being made to extend this program to all 
age groups. There have been no cases of paralytic poliomye- 
litis reported in this County since the year 1959. 


We have expanded the laboratory services to provide for 
certain chemical tests on water samples, which indicate the 
presence of sewage chemical pollution. 


Negotiations for expanded services in our Child Guidance 
program have been carried out with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Mental Health.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


During 1962 the Planning Board held twelve regular and 
seven special meetings. These included twenty-seven hear- 
ings on subdivision plans and hearings on street name and 
zoning changes. One hundred and fifty plans were submitted 
to the Board for action. Members of the Board have met 
with other groups and Town bodies on various occasions. 


The construction of Katharine Lee Bates Road to Palmer 
Avenue, a project which the Board considers of prime im- 
portance to the Town, has been, and still is at this writing, 
obstructed by continuing litigation brought by a displeased 
citizen. It is hoped that in the coming year this litigation 
can be terminated and the work authorized and completed. 
Funds for the widening of Gifford Street from Main Street 
to Dillingham Avenue have been voted, and it is expected that 
this work will be performed in the spring. 


The Board is proposing an amendment to the Zoning By- 
Law clarifying the present procedures for soil removal, and, 
pursuant to the unanimous vote of last year’s Town Meeting, 
is offering an amendment to give some degree of protection 
to and control of our wetlands. Other minor changes in the 
Zoning By-Law are also to be considered by the coming Town 
Meeting. 


Following instructions of Town Meeting, the Board will 
offer a revised version of a by-law to give some control over 
obstructions to view at street corners. The Board has con- 
ferred with State authorities regarding better control of road-~ 
Side, and other signs, and will continue work on this problem. 


During the year, the Chairman, who is a member of the 
Executive Advisory Committee appointed in 1961 by the Com- 
missioners of Barnstable County to assist and advise them in 
the county-wide planning study currently being made, has 
met a number of times with this group and with the planning

consultants. The final report of this study should be avail- 
able early in the coming year, and it is expected to make a 
number of recommendations which the Planning Board has 
made in the past to the Town. As the Board has pointed out 
many times, and as many of our citizens are aware, Cape Cod 
is growing, its population increasing rapidly and changing in 
character. Growth is healthy and good, but it must be chan- 
nelled, directed and controlled so that it is orderly, otherwise 
chaos may result, and in the end the community’s appearance 
and economic welfare will suffer. 


Your Board is mindful of these problems, and tries to 
keep abreast of them, and to advise the Town on such mat- 
ters. In this time of rapid change and growth, the Planning 
Board has a grave responsibility to advise wisely and far- 
sightedly and the citizens have a grave responsibility to con- 
sider carefully such advice. May we all discharge these obli- 
gations successfully.

Falmouth Planning Board 
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Report of the Personnel Board 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Falmouth Personnel Board held thirty-five meetings 
during 1962, twenty-three of which were special and twelve 
were regular meetings, and acted upon many requests for 
step rate increases and job reclassifications. 


The review of the work of all positions subject to the 
Salary Administration plan was continued as required by the 
by-laws, Section 16, paragraph (d). In accordance with para- 
graph (g) “The Personnel Board shall make an annual report 
to the Town, including recommendations on matters related 
to the Plan which it feels should be considered by the Town.” 
These recommendations are included in the Article for the 
1963 Town Warrant which was submitted on December 20, 
1962 and are based on preliminary reports and a mass of data 
provided by Sumner D. Charm & Associates plus data gather- 
ed and compiled by the Board. A second contract was placed 
with Charm & Associates to supplement the first contract 
which covered only 29 clerical jobs. It was felt that infor- 
mation on all jobs should be reviewed before releasing details 
on only a few clerical jobs in fairness to all employees and 
because of the need to study the relation between jobs within 
departments and to jobs in other departments. In making 
its recommendations the Board has considered carefully the 
effect upon 8500 Falmouth taxpayers who must provide the 
payroll and some 140 employees subject to the Plan. 


The Board met with both employees and department 
heads to discuss their problems and also met with repre- 
sentatives of the Falmouth Employees Association whenever 
requested. 


Mr. Chester W. Sater was appointed by the Moderator as 
a Board Member for a three year term expiring on May 31, 
1966 to take the place of J. Monroe Hamlen, Clerk and mem- 
ber of the Board for over six years. A framed letter of appre- 
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ciation was given to Mr. Hamlen for his dedicated and valu- 
able service on the Board. 


In addition to submitting an Article for the Town War- 
rant to cover the Board’s recommendations for changes in 
the Salary Administration Plan, the Board advised the 
Finance Committee of its recommendations in detail regard- 
ing the additional expense of these changes.

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Report of the Waterways Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

Twelve meetings of the Waterways Committee were held 
during 1962. A joint meeting and conference was held with 
the U.S. Army Engineers relative to their preliminary report 
on the Erosion Survey of the Vineyard Sound Shore of the 
Town. This final report should be received in 1963. 

All the Capital Outlay Projects were completed for 1962. 
Due to some changes in the method of repair, a savings to 
the town of $1,264.00 was effected from the original estimate. 

As in previous years many applicants for slips were 
turned away due to lack of dock space. Total income to the 
Town from the Marina operation amounted to $13,491.83 
which amount has been turned over to the Town Treasurer, 
operating expenses were $6,570.00. The increase in revenue 
was caused by the raising of rates ten percent and some ad- 
ditional dock fees. 

Projects approved by the Town and awaiting action of 
the State Department of Public Works Waterways Division 
are as follows: 

Green Pond Bulkhead Dock and dredging. 

Reconstruction Inshore End of Fisherman’s Dock at 

Woods Hole. 

Fresh River Jetty Extension. 

The cooperation of the Board of Selectmen, Department 
of Public Works, Town Engineer and all other Departments 
of the Town is gratefully acknowledged.

Waterways Committee 
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Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This Commission was established by the 1961 Annual 
Town Meeting. During 1962 one special and twelve regular 
meetings were held. A cordial working relationship has been 
established with other Town commissions, committees and 
department heads and the Commission is gratified to report 
a growing interest in conservation by the community. 


We have further developed a survey of the community’s 
natural resources and a study of their possible utilization. 
Recognizing the need for full cooperation with conservation 
activities in other parts of the State, we have affiliated with 
the Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissions 
with headquarters in Boston. Members of our Commission 
have attended and taken part in many conservation meetings 
held in this area and in several cases have furnished speak- 
ers for the meetings. 


In April, the Selectmen of Mashpee requested the assist- 
ance of Falmouth in arranging for repairs or reconstruction 
of fish ladders in the Childs River to permit the spring her- 
ring run to reach Johns Pond as it did some years ago. With 
the approval of the Selectmen and in cooperation with the 
Division of Marine Fisheries, Department of Natural Re- 
sources, we are taking steps to accomplish the necessary 
repairs and adjustments from the Sound to the Mashpee line 
in advance of the spring run of herring. 


Public access to the waters of great ponds in the Com- 
monwealth is a basic right guaranteed to its citizens by the 
Colonial Ordinances of 1641-47. It has been reaffirmed by 
enactment of enabling legislation from time to time. The 
latest action of this kind is an amendment (Acts of 1962, 715 
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#2 amends G.L. C21) of the general laws made effective July 
24, 1962 that provides for a Public Access Board which shall 
designate location of public access and related facilities to 
great ponds and coastal waters. It is increasingly evident 
that towns cannot afford to delay providing access to great 
ponds within their borders, unless they wish to have this 
action taken by an agency of the Commonwealth. 


The Commission reports with gratification that it has 
received deeds of a gift of a right-of-way into Deep Pond. 
This right-of-way was donated jointly by Sidney L. Moore 
and John McGowan both of Falmouth. The Commission has 
filed with the Selectmen three articles for consideration of 
our 1963 Town Meeting. These propose takings by the Town 
for rights-of-ways into Crooked Pond, Jenkins Pond and 
Coonamessett Pond. We solicit favorable action by Town 
Meeting on these articles. It is our firm conviction that their 
approval will be in the best interest of the Town. 


The Commission has worked closely with the Salt Pond 
Areas Bird Sanctuaries Inc. toward preserving the area around 
Salt Pond in its present natural condition. This corporation, 
of which two of our members are trustees, was organized by 
some of our citizens, and is affiliated with the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society. It has purchased with funds raised by sub- 
scription from more than 700 donors a large part of the 
border land of Salt Pond. 


The Conservation Commission acting on behalf of the 
Town has taken by eminent domain proceedings approxi- 
mately six acres of wetland between Surf Drive and Salt 
Pond. This taking, together with land acquired by Salt Pond 
Areas Bird Sanctuaries Inc. will insure the preservation of 
Salt Pond and its shores in its present natural condition. 


The Commission has under consideration the acquisition 
of additional areas of undeveloped land. Negotiations in 
process, if successfully concluded will result in a gift of a 
considerable tract of woodland, gift of a right-of-way into a 
pond under twenty acres in area and gift or purchase of two 
parcels of marshland. 


We were informed by the District Director of the Internal 
Revenue Service that contributions or gifts made to the Fal- 
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mouth Conservation Commission by individuals are charitable 
contributions for Federal income tax purposes under Section 
170 of the Internal Revenue Code.

Falmouth Conservation Commission 
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Report of the Shellfish Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1962. 

A total of 2,103 Family and Commercial Permits were ex- 
amined by me. 

A total of 17,251 miles were patrolled by boat and car. 

The scallop season was fairly good this year, although 
the valuation of the Shellfish Industry remained about the 
same as last year due to the poor scallop prices. We have 
many good sets of seed scallops in several areas and I predict 
a good crop next year. I believe the new shucking laws will 
increase the wholesale buyers market and prices should be 
better next year. 

We have very good clamming in most areas of the Town 
and also several good sets of seed clams in these areas. 

One thousand one hundred and twenty-seven bushels of 
quahogs were taken from Falmouth Harbor and reseeded in 
Great Pond, Maravista. All of the quahog seed taken from 
the Harbor were planted in this area. We are indeed fortu- 
nate to have this supply of seed which is not obtainable 
anywhere. 

The results of the experimental raft to catch Oyster spat 
in West Falmouth Harbor was disappointing due to the tre- 
menduous quantity of Oyster Drill in this area. This year we 
will use a new method which is being used in other sections 
of the country. We plan to purchase Oyster spat which will 
be placed on a new experimental raft and raised to legal 
size. The State has allotted enough money to the Town to 
build this raft. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth for 
their cooperation during the past year.

The entire area of the Free Burying Ground has now 
acquired a satisfactory appearance of continued maintenance 
with regard to the grass and turf and there has been satis- 
factory progress in restoration of memorials. About two- 
thirds of the memorial headstones have been reset where 
necessary or replaced. This work has been carried on during 
the past three years within the limits of the allocated funds 
which have been sufficient for the purposes intended. The 
project for the calendar year 1963 is the continued main- 
tenance of the grass area and shrubbery and the general 
improvement of the overall appearance of the cemetery by 
resetting and replacing the remaining memorials which need 
such attention.

Gentlemen: 


The Falmouth Aviation Commission submits the follow- 
ing report for 1962: 


Meetings were held as necessary during the year to take 
care of pending business. 


The following expenditures were made in 1962: 


1962 Annual Appropriation $4,500.00 
Municipal Rights payments to 
Executive Air Service, Inc. $3,600.00 
Gasoline (Town roller) 12.24 
Labor (Operator of Town Roller) 51.30 
Total Expenditures for 1962 3,663.54 
$836.46 


By using the Town roller to roll the airport on a weekend 
at a cost of $63.54 as compared to an approximate cost of 
$200.00 by private contractors, we were able to make a sub- 
stantial savings to the taxpayers. This is a good illustration 
of cooperation between offices and we want to take this op- 
portunity to thank the Department of Public Works Commis- 
Sioners for their co-operation. 


The Federal Aviation Agency (F. A.A.) installed a direct 
telephone service at the airport at no cost to the Town. This 
telephone is connected to all the major airports on the Cape 
and Islands; also, New Bedford, Fall River, Taunton and the 
F. A.A. Flight Service Station at Nantucket. The express 
purpose of this system is for pilots to obtain latest weather 
reports, open and close flight plans and to facilitate com- 
munications between these points on matters coincidental to 
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services provided by F.A.A. Flight Service. Mr. Pinto, the 
airport manager, has constructed an outside booth on the 
administration building in order that this service may be 
available to pilots during hours when the airport is un- 
attended. 


Local businessmen, summer residents, their guests and 
Town visitors are making increased use of the airport facil- 
ities and it is the hope of this Commission that in the near 
future Town and State can reach an agreement on the air- 
port ownership controversy.

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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusettts 


The Falmouth Beach Committee is happy to report the 
1962 season at the various beaches was a safe, orderly and 
well patronized one. 


Safe beaches are easier to maintain provided you have 
a well trained staff and your program offers all inclusive 
swimming instruction and a good deal on water safety. To 
improve our instruction for the increasing classes, we insti- 
tuted a system of swimming aides. These are boys and girls 
who have been through our program. They, under the direc- 
tion of the life guards, take over the instruction of a small 
group of young swimmers. This kind of instruction gives 
each swimmer more individual attention. Placing a greater 
emphasis on life saving classes during the past summer has 
given us several very good young boys who are scheduled to 
take jobs on our staff next year. We hope that careful at- 
tention to this phase of the program will lead to a staff 
completely made up of boys from our classes. 


The classes at the various beaches were well-attended. A 
total of 1,289 enrolled in the classes. Of the 900 tested, 753 
made enough progress to be advanced in their swimming 
classification. 


We employed the use of a boat with a motor to patrol 
the large area at Old Silver Beach. This was found to be a 
very successful venture. One guard in the boat covers a very 
large area and secondly is a good means of preventing other 
boats from coming into the swimming area. 

Our parking situation was greatly improved by the new 
parking surface at the Old Silver Public Beach area. With the 
area, well planned and neatly marked, the efficiency of the 
area is greatly improved. 

We placed large signs enumerating the rules and regula- 
tions at most of the beaches. This helped to eleminate many 
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problems formerly caused by patrons not knowing the rules. 
We shall have them at all beaches to further aid in main- 
taining orderly beaches. 


Mr. James J. Kelly administered the program very ably 
with fine cooperation from his maintenance, bath house, 
parking and life guard crews. Weekly drills in life saving and 
water safety were held under the direction of Mr. John Tulis 
of the Red Cross. 


After getting off to a very good start financially, the 
latter part of the summer with bad weekend weather caused 
the season to come out with a small increase over 1961. A sum- 
mary of the receipts for the last three years follows:

It is our pleasure to report the financial condition of the 
Town in excellent shape. 


It is recommended by the Board that because of the 
rapid increase in building and general growth of the town 
which in turn is increasing the work load of the assessors’

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I hereby submit my report as Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year 1962: 


During 1962 there was an increase in the number of 
fire calls. Losses to buildings and contents, with about three 
exceptions, were comparatively the same. One boat fire ac- 
counted for over one-half the 1962 loss. This yacht was un- 
occupied, and had been unoccupied for several days. 


Automobile fires show a considerable increase over 
1961, with most of the causes due to the careless handling 
of smoking material. 


Again there was no loss of life due to fire during 1962, 
which is most encouraging to report, although there were 
a couple of very close calls in which the individuals con- 
cerned did receive a considerable amount of smoke inhala- 
tion which in a few more minutes could have been fatal. 


A state-wide Civil Service examination was held for 
firefighters in June, and all applicants failed to obtain a 
passing grade. Another examination has been requested of 
Civil Service, but as of this report no date has been estab- 
lished. 


During the year, two men resigned from the Depart- 
ment, one to take other employment, and the other due to 
circumstances beyond his control. 


Captain Frederick DeMello, who resigned, served the 
Department for over thirteen years with an unblemished 
record. He served well as a firefighting officer and company 
officer in charge of the Woods Hole station. An examination 
will be held soon to fill this vacancy on a permanent basis. 


All members of the Department were trained again 
this year at the Barnstable County Fire Training School, 
and this type of training is far superior in all respects to 
training without live fires. The men gain greater con- 
fidence in themselves and the equipment they use under 
actual fire conditions. All training is held under direction 
cf the Drillmaster, Deputy Rogers, and the other Deputies, 
Goudreau and Howe, and the company officers. 
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Thirteen officers and permanent men attended a two- 
day seminar on October 6 and 7 at the Barnstable County 
Fire School, sponsored by the Barnstable County Fire 
Chiefs Club, in cooperation with the Cape and Islands 
Drillmasters, the Massachusetts Institute of Fire Depart- 
ment Instructors, and the Massachusetts Department of 
Education Vocational Division. The subjects offered were 
as follows: Hose and Ladders, Building Fires, Breathing 
Apparatus and Ventilation, Flammable Liquids, Rescue and 
First Aid, Pumps and Hydraulics, and Arson Investigation 
and Law Enforcement. 


All members of the department are to be commended 
for a job well done during 1962. Special acknowledgement 
is made of two situations in particular. Richard Perry was 
commended very highly for possibly saving the life of John 
Rose, age two, son of Mr. and Mrs. Francis C. Rose of North 
Falmouth, on August 4, who had swallowed a marble. Not 
being able to locate a doctor immediately, Mrs. Rose drove 
to the North Falmouth Fire Station, where Perry was on 
duty. The child was about unconscious and turning blue. 
Perry turned the boy upside down, striking him sharply on 
the back, dislodging the marble from his throat. John 
immediately responded, and his respiration and color began 
to return to normal. 


Deputy Howe was commended for assisting in appre- 
hending those responsible for entering the Margaret A. 
Mullen School and the Henry W. Hall School and setting 
fires. 


Lieutenant Raleigh Costa was commended for appre- 
hending those responsible for the above acts, as the young- 
Sters were taken in about thirty minutes after the plan 
of apprehension had been put into operation. All parents 
of those concerned were requested by the Police Department 
to hear the youngsters tell of their parts in the various acts 
that had been committed. The youngsters were released in 
custody of their parents, for any necessary discipline. 


Two new pieces of apparatus were delivered in 1962. 
Engine No. 5 East Falmouth, which was contracted for in 
1961, was delivered on April 18. Engine No. 2, Woods Hole, 
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contracted for in 1962, was delivered on December 12 by the 
Maxim Motor Co. of Middleboro, low bidder on both engines. 
These Engines were put into service after training person- 
nel and have proved very satisfactory and efficient in all 
respects. These engines replaced a 1938 model and a 1927 
model, respectively. A request is being made in the war- 
rant for 1963 to replace the 1930 engine stationed in West 
Falmouth. 


I have requested in my 1963 budget an addition of three 
new men to be assigned to Engine No. 1, Headquarters, due 
to the high valued and congested areas which it serves. The 
lack of response of callmen assigned to Headquarters, during 
the day, due to their occupations, is becoming more acute 
each year. For this reason, this proposed change in man- 
power was started last year, when I was granted by Town 
Meeting three new men. The National] Board of Fire Under- 
writers recommend the number of men for in or near a 
high value area should be seven, and in other areas, five 
men. I feel due to the design and operation of Engine No. 
1, a minimum of three men can put this Engine into effi- 
cient operation by the time additional men arrive. This 
request will have to be made a total of three years to 
fulfill the necessary complement of men to properly man 
Engine No. 1 with a minimum of manpower for a limited 
time at any fire or emergency. 


The department was called on many times to render 
assistance for overturned boats, persons in swimming diffi- 
culties at various locations, and dogs fallen through 
thin ice. 


I would like to thank at this time the Selectmen and 
their staff; Colonel White, Colonel Walters, and Chief 
Cahoon of Otis Air Base, Lieutenant Killen of the Fire 
Marshal’s Office, Chief Ferreira and the Members of the 
Police Department, and all other department heads and 
members who assisted us in any way during 1962. The 
assistance and cooperation has been excellent and greatly 
appreciated. 
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FIRE PREVENTION BUREAU 


The Fire Prevention Bureau took in the following per- 
mit applications during 1962: 


288 Oil 1 No. 2 Fuel Oil 
11 Dynamite 1 Gasoline 

1 Styrene and Acetone 1 Gunpowder 

1 Kerosene 


Each application for the above was at fifty cents, and a 
total of $152.00 was turned over to the Town Treasurer. 

Permits issued during 1962 were: 366 Oil Storage Per- 
mits, 174 Incinerator Permits, 11 Dynamite, 1 Gasoline, 1 
Kerosene, 1 Styrene and Acetone, 1 No. 2 Fuel Oil, and 1 
Gun Powder permits. 

It is noted that with the additional personnel voted in 
Town Meeting, the inspectors have been able to devote more 
time to inspection work than they had previously, due to the 
department being short handed. 

All inspections required by law were completed in the 
schools, nursing homes, hotels and public buildings. 

The Junior Fire Marshal program was given to all 
sixth grade pupils The children deserve a great deal of 
credit for their participation and interest, as the results 
show how many hazards they find and have corrected in 
the average home. This tends to cut down possible fires. 

Fire drills were conducted during the year in all schools, 
weather permitting. Monthly inspections were conducted 
in the schools, as well as the business area in Falmouth 
Center. Many conditions were found in the business area 
that were, or could result in being hazardous, and these 
were corrected. 

It is contemplated in the near future that a training 
program will be presented to all hospital personnel in this 
area, but as of this writing, the location and date have not 
been established. Fire drills will be held and inspections 
made of the new Falmouth hospital upon its completion. 
The construction has been observed very closely, and several 
consultations were held regarding some features. Some 
minor changes were made for safety reasons. 

I would like to advise of some changes made this year 
when the State Laws changed regarding second-hand space 
heaters and unvented portable space heaters. These were 
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made illegal in buildings used for human habitation. These 
laws became effective on July 18, 1962 and July 9, 1962, 
respectively. The law also states that it is illegal to sell, 
offer for sale, or install a second-hand space heater or 
second-hand portable stove. There is a considerable fine 
attached to these laws, for violation. 


Effective July 1, 1965, parlor heaters, cabinet heaters, 
and other of this type and design used with kerosene, range 
oil, or number 1 fuel oil, will have to meet certain new 
standards in order to be used legally. These new regula- 
tions were passed for the protection of the general public 
who use this type of heating equipment, as many, many 
lives have been lost and injuries resulted from fires caused 
by these heating units, in addition to millions of dollars 
worth of damage to property. 

I take this opportunity to thank Deputy Rogers, Officer- 
in-charge of the Fire Prevention Bureau, and Lieutenants 
Costa, Hewins, and Engel, Inspectors, for a job well done, 
as the results are showing improvement yearly.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit the report of the Forest Warden for the 
year 1962. 


This year we had a rather unusual season, as our danger 
period occurred during the last two weeks of March, when 
we had burning index readings from 75 to 100 plus, which 
are extremely dangerous conditions. 


All necessary precautions were taken during this ex- 
tremely dry spell, and not one serious fire resulted. 


A total of 99 alarms were answered, three of the total 
being out-of-town calls for assistance. About two acres of 
grass were burnt over and twenty-seven acres of brush, by 
the 96 alarms answered in town. 


The alertness of the State Fire Tower personnel, prin- 
cipally Mrs. Ida Sylvester of the Falmouth Tower, assisted 
greatly in keeping these fires to a minimum, along with the 
assistance of the County Fire Patrol Plane and the very 
efficient pilots who patrol the County when visability is 
limited due to haze. The State Forest Patrol Truck patrols 
all towns on five days in addition to the Fire Tower Observer. 


Permits are required for all open air fire permits. This 
is a State regulation, and a record is kept of all permits 
issued. 


Approximately a mile of fire break was constructed 
on the north side of Landers Road and east of the Route 28 
By-Pass, easterly to a point opposite the road into the 
Town Disposal Area. 
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I take this opportunity to thank Mrs. Ida Sylvester, ob- 
server, and her assistants and Clyde Tripp, State patrol- 
man, for their very able assistance and cooperation. 


My sincere thanks is extended to all department heads 
and organizations for any assistance rendered this Depart- 
ment.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee

Gentlemen: 


The Ambulance Committee reports a sharp increase of 
2,842 miles in total mileage of ambulance trips in 1962, al- 
though the number of trips has increased by only 26. Ac- 
counting for this, is the number of runs into Boston hospitals. 


On several occasions for accident cases, more than one 
patient was transported at the same time. 


A recap of ambulance calls shows accident and police- 
requested trips have increased, and requests for an additional 
man to accompany the patient have continued. An attempt 
was made to alleviate this situation by sending letters to all 
physicians asKing that they refrain from requesting two men 
for routine ambulance runs of the transfer type. The Ambu- 
lance Committee did state that help for loading and un- 
loading would be provided by the department. 


As usual, the Ambulance Committee approved the use of 
the Ambulance as a standby at the Barnstable County Fair 
ond the local football games. 


A considerable amount of body work is needed on the old 
ambulance, #37, as it is badly rusting and deteriorating.

Ambulance Committee 
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Report of the Fish and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report as Town 
Fish and Game Warden for year ending December 31, 1962. 


A total of one thousand, one hundred and fifty-four, 
hunting, sporting and trapping licenses were examined by me. 


Thirty-seven abandoned house cats and nine wood- 
chucks were disposed of. Four hundred and fifty pheasants, 
all cock birds, were liberated prior to, and during the hunt- 
ing season. Two hundred and fifty brown trout, and two 
hundred and fifty rainbow trout, nine to thirteen inches were 
stocked in Little Pond, just prior to open season on fresh 
water fishing. Fifteen hares, eight females and seven males, 
adults, were stocked for the fifth consecutive year in the 
Town Forest. Grews Pond which was reclaimed late last Fall 
was stocked prior to open season with brook, rainbow and 
hybrid (tiger) trout. A later stocking of fingerling trout also 
was made in Grews Pond. 


Four deer carcasses, 3 doe and one buck were found 
in ponds, these were examined and disposed of; reports made 
and filed. The wild dog damage to the young fawn crop was 
non-existant due to a very successful exterminating program. 
Two deer were killed by automobiles. 


I travelled a total of 12,343 miles on deer dogging, deer 
jacking patrols, pheasant releases, wildlife and waterfowl 
surveys, wild bird feeding, investigation and complaints. 


Eighteen violations were recorded, four first offenders 
were turned over to the State Division of Fisheries and Game, 
Division of Law Enforcement, for corrective action. Two 
hundred and nine investigations were completed. Forty- 
one complaints were answered. Three cases for illegal deer 
hunting were taken to court and all were found guilty. 
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I am now in the process of studying the area for a pos- 
sible wild turkey stocking program in our town. Wild 
turkeys do very well on Naushon Island and we feel that it 
is quite possible they might do the same here in Falmouth. 
Food samples have been taken and areas of the right type 
of cover surveyed. The new law provides for a $500.00 
fine for the taking by hunting of a wild turkey; this I would 
think would discourage poaching. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board 
of Selectmen, Town Clerk and Staff, and the citizens of our 
town for their splendid and continued cooperation during 
this past year. I would like to add, that the cooperation of 
Chief John Ferreira and all of his officers has been out- 
standingly evident, during the past year in assisting me 
in my work.

I herewith submit my second annual report as Dog Officer 
for the year 1962. During the past twelve months I have 
picked up 59 stray dogs; 17 dogs were disposed of, 42 dogs 
were sold and the money turned over to the town of Fal- 
mouth, Clerk and Treasurer. 


314 dogs were returned to their owners. 

66 dogs were killed by automobiles. 

19 dogs were injured by automobiles. 

22 wild (or stray) dogs were destroyed. 

16 wild puppies were found and destroyed. 
128 dogs were turned in to the Mass. S.P.C.A. 
814 complaints were answered. 


Three dog owners appeared in court for failure to re- 
restrain their dogs. A total of 14,208 miles were traveled in 
answering complaints, dog pick-ups, wild dog patrols, and 
investigations. 


The dog situation in this town, while much better, still 
leaves a lot to be desired. Most of our citizens have accepted 
the restraining law and are obeying it. It is evident that 
different steps of a more drastic nature will have to be taken 
during the coming year. 


As last year, at this time, I would like to thank all of 
our citizens, the police department, and the Board of Select- 
men for their patience, help, and understanding, and I re- 
peat, without this spirit my problems would be unsurmount- 
able.

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Report of the Civil Defense Agency 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Civil Defense program for 1962 was carried on with 
the larger percentage being on a Stand-by basis, and the 
backlogging of most of the necessary and vital clerical and 
paper work, due to minimized appropriations. 


The Control Center is maintained constantly on a Ready 
basis, for any eventual operation. 


The Communications units are constantly holding ‘drills’ 
to keep up peak efficiency. Classes in other branches are held 
currently, keeping the training up as well as possible. The 
other shelved, when we get more money, we will operate 
better. 


A Municipal Shelter Officer was appointed this year. He 
is Albert C. Jennings, building commissioner. His function is 
to implement the Shelter program in municipal and public 
buildings. Richard Baker, shelter officer, is to assist him 
whenever possible. The phase of implementing the data re- 
ceived from the Corps of Engineers is currently being handled 
this year, with reports going to the State Hq. for eventual 
opening—manning and stockpiling these shelters for public 
use should a raid occur. 


The Cuban CRISIS—closest thing to actual warfare— 
had us on an ALERT and STAND-BY basis. It caused some 
alarm and near panic; but as much indifference was en- 
countered toward Civil Defense after the scare as was mani- 
fest before. 


Again this year Falmouth was a recipient of the ‘Surplus 
Property Program’, $25,052.50 worth of equipment was pur- 
chased (all departments) for only $407.83. During the last 
five years Falmouth acquired $80,761.26 worth of equipment 
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for only $2,396.87, (all departments), this made available only 
through Civil Defense; this (Surplus Property Program) being 
only one small segment of the over-all benefits the town de- 
rives from Civil Defense, and yet during that same five year 
period, total monies appropriated for Civil Defense amounted 
to only $13,004.49 or approximately $2,600.00 per annum, 
nothing Falmouth can be very proud of.

Personal Message to the Citizens 
of the Town of Falmouth 
From the Civil Defense Director: 


In order to clarify possible misunderstandings relative to 
the MERIT or operation of Civil Defense, or whether these 
functions might better be under some other department, or 
whether funds should be given some other department in lieu 
of Civil Defense, for functions now being carried out by Civil 
Defense, please be advised of the following: 


The basic Civil Defense legislation is Chapter 639 of the 
Acts of 1950, which became effective July 20, 1950 and with 
subsequent amendments, will remain in force until termi- 
nated by joint resolution of the Massachusetts House and 
Senate. 


Section 1 defines Civil Defense as the Preparation for, and 
carrying out of ALL emergency functions (other than military 
defense functions) for the purpose of minimizing and repair- 
ing injury and damage resulting from enemy attack or natural 
disaster. 


Section 2 creates a State Civil Defense Agency headed by 
a Director of Civil Defense who is responsible to the Governor 
for carrying out the Civil Defense program within the Com- 
monwealth. Under the general direction and control of the 
Governor, the State Director is authorized to coordinate the 
activities of all Civil Defense organizations within the Com- 
monwealth. 
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Section 13 REQUIRES each city and town to establish a 
local Civil Defense Organization, headed by a Director and 
organized in accordance with the State Civil Defense plan 
and program. The local director is appointed by the mayor in 
a city or the selectmen in a town or, in a city or town having 
a manager, by the manager. The Director is responsible for 
the organization, administration and operation of the local 
Civil Defense Organization, subject to the direction and con- 
trol of the appointing authority. The local organization per- 
forms Civil Defense functions within the city or town or, when 
required under the Civil Defense Act, outside the city or town. 


The local organization includes volunteer personnel ap- 
pointed under Section 11(a) of Chapter 639, as well as regular 
personnel of the city or town. (Section 16, Chapter 639). The 
local organization is required by Section 11 of Executive Order 
#27 to be organized to perform various services and functions 
therein specified, and for this purpose is usually organized 
into a number of divisions, each having responsibility for the 
performance of one or more of these services or functions. 
This organization should parallel, insofar as possible in the 
particular municipality, the State Organization Plan. 


Section 13 also authorizes a city or other political sub- 
division in which any enemy attack or natural disaster has 
occured, to take emergency action to meet the effects of dis- 
aster. For example, contracts may be entered into and obli- 
gations incurred necessary to combat the effects of a disaster, 
without regard to time-consuming formalities. 


The financing of the local organization comes under Sec- 
tion 15 of the Civil Defense Act, which authorizes the appro- 
priation of funds for Civil Defense purposes in the same 
manner as provided for other appropriations and/or depart- 
ments. 


Summing up the above; whether it pleases us or not, it 
is established, that by Law, we have a Civil Defense Agency 
in our community, and by law, we therefore shall support it, 
and will appropriate funds for its support, functions and 
operations, and your Director, being aware of his duties and 
consciencious responsibilities (as an appointed public official) 
to his community, shall continue to carry out the functions 
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of this office, and therefore the town and finance committees 
are duty bound to give due consideration to the budgets of 
this department as to all other departments of the town. 


The functions of Civil Defense during 1962 were kept far 
below minimum adequate standards due to a curtailed budget; 
and this lack of funds made it impossible to operate with any 
degree of sensibility. 


Paper work—clerical work, plans and subsequent office 
work had to be back-logged—pending the release of funds 
which never materialized. This will have to be repeated this 
coming year, causing an accumulated back-log. 


A proposed Survey, with an effort to establish an Air Raid 
Warning System was turned down in the budget by the 
Finance Committee, and pigeon-holed by the Director. 


The Cuban crisis brought about a condition, in this coun- 
try, of fright and near panic—and in the words of top mili- 
tary personnel—the closest thing to actual warfare involving 
this country; yet the feeling toward Civil Defense remained 
unchanged. A request was made at that time for a transfer 
of funds, to again conduct the postponed Air Raid Warning 
Survey, which seemed highly necessary (it still is) and it 
was completely ignored. This request was then included in 
the 1963 budget request and was denied. 


The 1962 Budget appropriation was $3,175.00 short of the 
requested sum and is $1,110.00 short of the amount requested 
this year. (1963 Budget) 


This seems to bring out the following facts: 


There has always been a certain amount of public apathy 
and misunderstanding toward Civil Defense, but when town 
and public officials are not even moved in the face of such 
disastrous crises as the Cuban Situation, and neglect to ap- 
propriate necessary funds for the proper function of Civil 
Defense, it seems to point out a general disinterest by the 
town as a whole. 


This now means actually, that the town should cease to 
expect to receive proper CD assistance when disaster strikes, 
for if the town fails to adequately support its Civil Defense 
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functions, how then, can it expect to be properly served when 
needs arise. Therefore I must state that with financial assist- 
ance of less than $1,500.00 per annum the town can expect 
to get very little in the way of Civil Defense, yet it seems to 
expect all the latest and modern preparations as required by 
this country for adequately preparing its citizens to combat 
disasters. 


As was stated before I shall continue to carry out the 
duties of the office, according to the dictates of my conscience, 
but the town should expect only its money’s worth and that is 
in line with the meager appropriations given to Civil Defense 
year after year. 


As a public servant I can only serve the town as it wants 
to be served.

One of my first duties was to establish within the De- 
partment, for the first time, a criminal investigation unit 
with Sergeant Leonard E. Martin as acting Captain, assisted 
by Detectives Joseph F. Costa, Jr., Arthur Lawrence and 


Frank Souza, Jr. 


This unit has proved its worth in successful completion 
of investigations and in services rendered to the citizens of 


the community, as the following report will show.

A training program was inacted whereby monthly in- 
service classes were conducted on various aspects of law en- 
forcement. The instructors consisted of all ranking Officers 
within the Department, plus guest lecturers who were very 
proficient in their respective fields. 


Specialized courses attended during the year included the 
Law Medical Research Institute course on Homicides and 
Suicides conducted by Boston University. The Officers at- 
tending and successfully completing the course were Sergeant 
Leonard E. Martin, Detective Joseph F. Costa, Jr., and myself. 


Sergeant Leonard E. Martin and Detective Joseph F. 
Costa, Jr., also attended a seminar on Investigation and 
Methods conducted by the F.B.I. 


All Officers of this Department have completed the ad- 
vanced First Aid Course. 


A pistol range for the Department has been constructed 
and meets the requirements for the practical pistol course as 
prescribed by the F.B.I. for this type of outdoor range. 


The range was constructed on land granted to the Police 
Athletic League on Locustfield Road. All labor necessary for 
the construction was of a volunteer nature and there was no 
cost to the Town. Regular firing sessions were conducted on 
Saturday mornings. Other organizations have been using the 
range including the Otis Air Force Base. 


Patrolmen Kenneth C. Smith and Paulino P. Rodriques 
were promoted to Sergeants on June 28, 1962, to fill the vacan- 
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cies in the Department. Patrolman Arthur W. Robichaud was 
also promoted to Sergeant on July 24, 1961, which was omitted 
in last year’s report. 


Sergeant Kenneth C. Smith attended a school sponsored 
by the Federal Laboratories, Inc., on the proper use of tear 
gas for quelling riots, etc. 


The total arrests for the year, 1,184, shows an increase of 
119 over last year. Drunkenness topped the list with 366 
males and 19 females being arrested. Forty arrests were made 
for aiding and abetting in disturbing the peace and eighteen 
arrests for violation of beach regulations, section 2. 


Traffic accident summary for the year showed that there 
were 176 accidents involving personal injury and damage to 
vehicles more than $200.00. Operating after drinking and 
speeding were the major causes. 


Personal injuries involved amounted to 227 with 5 fatals. 
Four of the fatals were local residents. 


Statistics show that Saturday was the high spot during 
the week when most of the accidents occured and the most 
dangerous hour of the day was between 5:00 and 6:00 p.m. 
Hitting fixed objects headed the list with 45 and rear end 
collisions a close second with 36. 


We also had 7 pedestrians injured, with one fatal, which 
is included in the above total. Most of these injuries occured 
during the day time. 


Our complement has been increased to twenty-five, an 
increase of three Officers voted at the Town Meeting. These 
Officers at the present time are working on a provisional basis 
until an eligibility list is established by Civil Service. 


The Parking Meter Department reports an income of 
$18,086.70, which is an increase of $2,449.70 over 1961. This 
was due to the change over of meters in Falmouth Heights 
last summer from 10c to 20c per hour. 


The Department mailed 1,000 violations to offenders, an 
increase of 150 over the previous year. 


The unpaid balance of $2,714.75 due on the Falmouth 
Heights meters was paid in full this year. The Town now 
owns 417 meters. 
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The repairs and replacement of parts has greatly in- 
creased due to the fact that a large number of meters are 
over six years old. 


After the salary of the Meter Superintendent, three 
Summer Assistants, maintenance and repairs were paid for 
amounting to $8,600.00, the balance of $9,486.76 was credited 
to the meter fund for the year 1962. 


Sergeant Paulino P. Rodriques, Director of the Police 
Athletic League reports that the activities for the year 1962 
consisted of Pee Wee Hockey and Go-Kart races. 


A record turnout of 57 boys tried out for the Pee Wee 
Hockey team. In order to give all the boys a chance to play, 
a rotation system was used whereby substitutions were made 
each week. 


Under the able coaching of “Ray” Kenney, the hockey 
team ended the season in third place. 


Members of the team are to be commended for their 
efforts in helping to raise money in various drives and their 
parents for providing transportation. 


Money to help sponsor the Pee Wee Hockey squad was 
obtained through bottle drives, the annual basketball game 
between the Police and Firemen and by a Father and Son 
Hockey game at the Kennedy Rink. 


The final phases on construction of the Go-Kart track 
at the P.A.L. Park is progressing satisfactorily. Plans are 
under way to seed the area with grass this Spring in time 
for the grand opening on Memorial Day. 


Informal races were held last Fall and trophies were 
presented to the winners. 


Plans to resume the P. A. L. swimming program are being 
studied. 


The year 1962 marked the completion of six years of 
School Traffic detail by the Policewomen, at the Falmouth, 
East Falmouth and Teaticket Schools. From all reports these 
Policewomen have proven their worth and have prevented 
many accidents at the school crossings. 
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In order to stop any disturbances before the Summer in- 
flux arrived, special patrols were established over Memorial 
Day weekend. The regular Summer Patrolmen started on 
June 17. Throughout the Summer we had cruisers patrolling 
all five precincts, thereby giving prompt response to any com- 
plaints in their respective areas. This precinct patrol system 
will become a permanent phase of our Summer operation. 


The House Inspection Division this year increased their 
inspections by at least 350. These were requests that were 
received in person at the station or by telephone. 


Over 1500 postal cards were sent to the property owners 
notifying them as to the condition of their homes. 


Letters were sent to 195 owners of Summer properties 
where windows and doors were found open and other dam- 
age done by the weather. 


The Department received 425 replies from the property 
owners showing that this service was greatly appreciated. 


Former Chief, Harold L. Baker, retired on February 20, 
1962, the anniversary date of his appointment, after complet- 
ing twenty-eight years as Chief of the Department. 


In closing, I wish to express my thanks for all the co- 
operation received from the Board of Selectmen and the 
Finance Committee, for without their assistance and guid- 
ance my first year would have been a very difficult one.

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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith a report of the 
work done during the year 1962. 


Surveys were made and plans prepared for the twenty- 
eight roads laid out by the Selectmen. Only six of these were 
accepted by the Town. Preliminary surveys were made for 
eliminating the two sharp curves on the John Parker Road 
and for the abandonement of a section of the Sandwich Road. 
A new fifty foot layout of Gifford Street from Main Street 
to Jones Road and a sixty foot layout from Jones Road to 
the Brick Kiln Road has been completed, with minimum radii 
meeting the State requirements. Surveys have been made for 
a new eighty foot layout of the Thomas B. Landers Road, 
from the new By-Pass easterly to Geggatt Road, with the 
work continuing out to the Sandwich Road during the com- 
ing year. The South Access Road from Walker Street to 
Shore Street was completed with a width of twenty-five feet. 


Surveys and plans were made for the taking of land 
adjacent to Fonseca Park and for the taking of land along 
Surf Drive for conservation purposes. Plans were made for 
public landings at Deep Pond, Crooked Pond and Jenkins 
Pond. Detail plans and profiles were made for the Woods 
Hole and Acapesket Road Water Main projects. A topo- 
graphic survey was made of the thirty acre school site at 
North Falmouth and plans prepared to meet State approval. 


Contract drawings were prepared, with lines and grades 
set on the following projects: widening and hardening of 
Wild Harbor Road, Raymond Street, Gerloff Road, Nursery 
Road, Lynn Lane and Terrance Avenue; the grading and 
hardening of the Giberti parking lot at Old Silver; the con- 
struction of a sidewalk in front of the Housing Project on 
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Queen Street; the installation of a drainage system on Glen- 
don Road and James Street; and the relocation of a drainage 
line at Frost Boatyard. 


Line and grades were given for the installation of drain- 
age pipe on Jericho Path, Swifts Brook and Little Pond Out- 
let. Studies were made for drainage work on Ter Heun Drive, 
Silver Beach Avenue, Main Street, King Street and Queen 
Street. Street lines and bounds were re-established on sec- 
tions of Booker Road, Locustfield Road and Railroad Avenue 
in Woods Hole. Property bounds were set between the F. V. 
Lawrence plant and Goodwill Park, in preparation for the 
reconveyance of the ten acre parcel to the Town. 


The house numbering project for East Falmouth and 
Teaticket was completed, with the numbers being assigned 
by cards delivered to each house. In other areas where mail 
delivery is made to the door, all new houses have been 
numbered.

All positions are bonded in the amount of $10,000. each 
under a blanket bond of the State Housing Board. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority organized on April 10, 
1962 for the ensuing year. 


The exterior painting of the 50 units in Project 200-1, 
which have been occupied by Veteran tenants since July 1, 
1950, has been completed at a cost of $4,000.00. 


Because of the continued increase in the cost of the up- 
keep, the State Housing Board has approved an increase of 
the average monthly rent from $38.30 to $42.50, effective 
January i, 1963. The Authority is accepting applications for 
two bedroom houses as the waiting list for same is nearly 
depleted. 


The new Housing for the Elderly on Scranton Avenue, 
Project 667-2, is now fully completed and has been named 
“The Salt Sea”. The 30 units are occupied by 34 people, pay- 
ing a minimum rent of $49.00, which includes all utilities. 


The Housing for the Elderly on Lakeview Avenue, known 
as “The Mayflower”, has 24 units and is occupied by 26 people, 
paying the same minimum rate. 
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In April of this year, Projects 667-1, “The Mayflower”, 
and 667-2, “The Salt Sea”, were consolidated and are now 
known as Project 667-C to facilitate Administrative purposes.

From June 2nd to 
September 14th, 1962 it was open from 8:30 a.m. to 4:50 p.m. 
Monday thru Saturday. Saturdays proved to be the busiest 
days practically every week during the summer. 


The Chamber of Commerce received 4,892 letters ol 
inquiry, and they were all answered by this office. In addition 
there were 87 requests from Travel Agencies and Libraries 
for the Falmouth Brochure and Directory, which were alsu 
answered. 


In June 819 people visited the office, July 1,891, August 
1,903 and 1,006 in September seeking information about 
Falmouth and Cape Cod. 


This year we had a new descriptive Brochure made up 
at a cost of $2,000. for 30,000, which will probably last for at 
least three years.

Gentlemen: 


The following is the report of the Veterans’ Service De- 
partment for the year 1962. 


During the year Veterans, Dependents, Dependent Par- 
ents and Widows of the Spanish War—World Wars One and 
Two and the Korean Conflict were aided in accordance with 
Chapter 115 of the General Laws of Massachusetts and with 
the Laws of the Veterans Administration. 


Six World War One and Five World War Two Veterans 
died during the year in Falmouth. The Widows were assisted 
in preparing the necessary forms for Pensions—burial as- 
sistance claims—Social Security claims and Government 
Head Stone Markers. Fifteen Government Head Stones have 
been applied for—nine have been received and emplaced. A 
survey of Falmouth Cemeteries showed four Veterans buried 
in family plots and Government Head Stones have been re- 
quested to mark the individual grave. Sixteen bronze flag 
markers were set or replaced during the year. 


The Budget Guide as promulgated by the Commissioner 
of Veterans Services was increased in all categories and a new 
Medical Directive has increased the Medical Budget substan- 
tially. 


Reimbursement by the State Department to the E&D 
Fund is made for fifty percent of all approved expenditures 
except for administration. Veterans Laws are being con- 
stantly revised and this office keeps the veterans concerned 
notified of the changes applicable to each one. 
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It is contemplated that in the near future a larger office 
will be provided for the work of the Director and Agent as the 
present office has been too small and non-private. 


A summary of money expended for Veterans Services is 
listed and compiled by the Town Accountant and can be 
found in his report; therefore, will not be repeated here.

Gentlemen: 


During the year 1962 the Harbor Master’s Department 
patrolled the harbors by boat. Investigated 38 complaints, 
examined 23 sites for private marine construction, marked 
the numerous channels in the town, effected repair to various 
wharves as necessary and issued 18 marine law violations. 


The registering of moorings has been inaugurated, and 
control of water traffic as required by law will eventually be 
achieved by this method. 


The U.S. Coast Guard has been petitioned to make cer- 
tain changes in aids to navigation for the benefit of the 
public, and to establish buoys in areas where they are needed.

To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The case loads of Disability Assistance and Aid to De- 
pendent Children, indicate no marked change during the 
course of the year. 


Old Age Assistance decreased considerably during the 
year, but this decrease was somewhat offset by an increase in 
the expenditures for the Medical Assistance for the Aged. 


Transportation allowance for O.A.A. recipients was in- 
creased from $4.00 per month to $5.00 per month, effective 
October, 1962. 


General Relief continues to decrease, but, as previously 
reported, this category is unpredictable. 


During the year, hospital per diem rates have increased. 
Lemuel Shattuck and Pondville Hospitals were increased by 
$10.00.

Gentlemen: 


Following is the Annual Report of the Social Advisory 
Committee for the year 1962: 


Committee Meetings: 


Regular Meetings were held in the Recreation Building 
on the second Tuesday of each month during the past year. 
Special meetings were called when necessary, and meetings 
were held by the various sub-committees. 


Personnel: 


Mr. Agustus Canty continues as an able director of the 
Recreation Building, assisted by Mrs. John Radcliff. The 
program offered has continued, under Mr. Canty’s direction, 
to aim to meet the recreation needs of the youth of the 
Town, as well as serving as a meeting place for many worth- 
while groups and activities. 


Any public non-profit organization may use the Build- 
ing free of charge. This includes youth groups and benefit 
shows and dances. 


There is a schedule of rents for adult clubs or organi- 
zations with closed memberships who wish to use the whole 
Building or individual rooms and another schedule which 
applies to activities on a profit basis renting the whole Build- 
ing or individual rooms. There is a 20% rate reduction if the 
Building or any part thereof is used at least once per week 
for a period of at least three months. 


Condition of the Building and Grounds: 


During the past year, the Committee has continued the 
successful program of renovation of the Building and re- 
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modeling needed facilities. Rooms 1 and 2 were retiled, elec- 
trical switches were replaced and new lights were installed 
where needed and two of the doors in the Building were 
repaired. Continued floor maintenance by the Custodian, 
Mr. Luby, has resulted in a more attractive appearance, af- 
fecting the entire building. The Committee hopes to be able 
to obtain funds from the Town to beautify the outside of 
the Building by the planting of shrubs, trees and flowers.

The weekly Friday evening dances, directed by Mr. Canty 
and Mrs. Radcliffe, continue to be a popular continuing 
event among our young people.

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Report of the Department of Public Works 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth

The following is a summary of work accomplished by the 
Department of Public Works during 1962. 


The Divisions comprising the Department of Public 
Works include the Water and Sewer, Highway, Park and 
Forestry. 


WATER & SEWER DIVISION—John W. Hughes, Supt. 


To the Board of Public Works: 


I submit herewith a report of the activities of the Water 
& Sewer Division for the year 1962. 


Cash receipts for the year amounted to $219,928.07, an 
increase of $6,925.52. All operating expenses, debt and in- 
terest were paid from receipts with the exception of the 
principal payment of $25,000.00 on the 1959 Water Mains Loan. 


A slight increase was noted in service installation; 220 
new services and 32 renewal services were installed. 


Requests for minor extensions of mains were greater 
than could be granted with the funds available. In most 
cases owners were required to share or pay the full cost of 
the installation. Since it is expected that requests for minor 
extensions will continue to exceed the $15,000.00 limit speci- 
fied in the By-Law, an article will be submitted requesting 
the amount be increased to $20,000.00. 


Major construction included 12 inch mains in Acapesket 
Road, Route 28, East Falmouth from Davisville Road to the 
Waquoit tank, and a short section replacing an old 2 inch 
main in Old Barnstable Road. Engineering for the above 
three projects was done by the Briggs Engineering and Test- 
ing Co. The contract for installing mains was awarded to 
the low bidder, Alley Construction Co. of Bridgewater, Mass. 
Progress was slow and some clean-up and loaming and seed- 
ing will not be completed until next Spring. 
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A total of 23,824 feet of pipe and 29 hydrants were in- 
stalled during the year, making a total of 151.36 miles of 
mains and 781 hydrants now in use. 


All hydrants were inspected regularly and maintained 
in good condition. A survey of hydrant branch valves was 
made and the boxes are being adjusted to proper grade as 
time permits. 


Rainfall for the year was about normal, a total of 42.28” 
was recorded at the pumping station,—6.91” less than the 
previous year. Total pumping amounted to 626,605,800 gal- 
lons, an increase of 20.44 million gallons. 


A 1955 pick-up truck was replaced and a ten-year old 
60 cu. ft. compressor was replaced with a new 125 cu. ft. 
model. All other equipment was maintained in good con- 
dition, however, it will be necessary to replace a truck next 
year. 


Receipts from sewer rental charges increased to $4,- 
315.27. Three new connections were installed, making a 
total of 110 connections now in use. The comminutor motor 
and gear box failed and was replaced. The main body of the 
comminutor is in poor condition and should be replaced 
next year. 


In conclusion I wish to thank all our employees and the 
various officials and department heads for the fine co- 
operation received during the year.

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HIGHWAY DIVISION—Manuel Pacheco, Jr., Foreman 


During the year routine maintenance work, street clean- 
ing, patching highways and sidewalks, cleaning of catch 
basins, snow removal and sanding have been carried on by 
Highway forces. Included in this program was the cutting 
back of hazardous corners, mowing brush along the roadsides 
and painting and repairing railings throughout the Town. 


Traffic signs have been erected wherever requested by 
the Board of Selectmen and the Chief of Police and also at 
their request, cross-walks have been painted wherever deemed 
necessary. Street signs were replaced and repainted as re- 
quired throughout the Town. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction program for the year 
has been completed with the construction of Dillingham Ave- 
nue Extension, thus providing easier access from Gifford 
Street to Route 28 in Teaticket. 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1962 has been 
carried out. The major portion of this work included the 
painting of Great Pond Bridge and work on Palmer Avenue, 
which included sealcoating the road and completely replacing 
the old wooden guard rail posts with cement posts. 


Continuing a custom established several years ago, the 
Highway Division again conducted a clean-up program thru- 
out the Town in cooperation with the Falmouth Garden 
Club’s Annual Clean-up Week project. 


Weather conditions are the primary factor in determin- 
ing the amount of work required annually for the care of 
herring rivers. Herring rivers serviced during the year in- 
clude Fresh River at Surf Drive, Little Pond in Falmouth 
Heights, Trunk River, Cedar Lake in North Falmouth, West 
Falmouth Herring River and Chapoquoit Island Herring 
River. 


It has become obvious that plans will have to be made 
for more permanent repairs to several herring rivers, since 
the work that we are now able to accomplish with the limited 
budget provided for this project is only of a temporary 
nature. 
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Sealcoating program for the Town included the following 
roads: Bywater Court, Hyatt Road, Brook Street, Agassiz 
Road, Gansett Road, Clapp Road, Mast Road, Woodneck Road, 
Deepwood Drive, Glen Road, Crescent Avenue, Dock Road, 
Quaker Road, Old Meeting House Road, Boxberry Hill Road, 
Green Harbor Road, Davis Neck Road, Emerson Road, Cedar 
Street, Bourne Street, Philadelphia Street, Boston Street, Pal- 
mer Avenue, Silver Beach Avenue, Cypress Street, Hatch 
Road, Richards Road, Narragansett Street, Iroquois Street, 
Vernon Avenue, Hope Street, Great Hill Road, Lookout Road, 
Belvidere Road, Fairmont Avenue, Hawthorne Avenue, Mont- 
gomery Avenue, and Beebe Acres Road. Approximately eight 
and one-half miles of road were sealed during 1962. 


Approximately five miles of road were resurfaced during 
the year. These include: Raymond Street, Gerloff Road, Ter- 
rance Avenue, Handy Lane, Lyn Lane, Nursery Road, Wild 
Harbor Road, Natal Avenue, Clark Street, Worcester Park 
East and West, Old Barnstable Road, Jericho Path, and 
Oyster Pond Road. 


Catch basins were installed on Young Road, Worcester 
Park East, Fairview Avenue, Annette Avenue, and a drainage 
system on James Street. 


PARK DIVISION—Newcomb Cassick, Supt. 


Our program throughout the year has been the continued 
improvement of all parks, ball fields, tennis courts and the 
installation of additional recreation equipment. 


Goodwill Park—A total of 35,280 people enjoyed the facil- 
ities of Goodwill Park, which is the Town’s largest park, dur- 
ing 1962. In addition to normal maintenance work, such as 
brush clearing, release work, painting equipment, spraying 
and road work, the following major improvements were made: 
asphalt aprons were laid under all recreational equipment; 
picnic area roads were regraded and resurfaced; stairs were 
constructed to Grews Pond and the scenic path leading 
around the pond, thus providing easier access for fishermen 
and sightseers. Ten new fireplaces and twenty new picnic 
benches were built and installed. 
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Lewis Park—The double tennis courts were reclayed in 
addition to routine maintenance work. 


Deacon’s Pond Park—Eroded areas along the bank have 
been filled and repaired. 


Woods Hole Park—Scotch broom has been planted on the 
outfield perimeter. The tennis courts and baseball diamond 
have been reclayed. 


Nye Park—Two tennis courts at this park were resurfaced 
with flaked slate this year on a trial basis and favorable com- 
ments have been received from the people using these courts. 
The two remaining courts and the baseball diamonds were 
reclayed. 


Fonseca Park—Twenty thousand square feet of land has 
been taken to enlarge this park. Construction is in progress 
now although work is presently at a standstill because of ad- 
verse weather conditions. 


Willard E. Swift Park—This is the Town’s newest park 
with maintenance and improvements starting in 1959. Al- 
though this park has been in constant use as a picnic area 
and playground, we are now able to offer a Little League 
baseball diamond which was constructed this year and water 
service. Three hundred and fifty feet of water service has 
been laid from the street to the park and a drinking fountain 
installed. 


Central Park—A new split rail fence has been purchased 
to replace the present one which is beyond repair. It will be 
installed as soon as weather permits. The baseball diamond 
has been cut out to correct dimensions and reclayed. 


Worcester Park—The upper section of this park has been 
bordered with trees and new shrubs were planted. A new 
flagpole was erected to replace the old one which was in poor 
condition. 


Crescent Park—New shrub beds have been created and 
planted with flowering shrubs. The existing trees were 
pruned and shaped. 


Chapel Park—New benches were installed on this park 
and the trees were pruned. 
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Falmouth Harbor Entrance Park—New benches were in- 
stalled on this park, and the entire area gravelled to with- 
stand salt spray. 


Crown Park and Hewitt Park—In addition to regular 
maintenance work the trees have been pruned and thinned. 


Allen Park—A new flagpole was erected this year to re- 
place the former one which was removed several years ago 
because of its poor condition. The pole in this park has been 
used as a navigational aid to mariners for many years. 


East Falmouth Park—The two baseball diamonds were 
cut out to correct dimensions and reclayed. Regular main- 
tenance work was carried on. 


Fuller Field—A complete new track layout was con- 
structed for the School Department. This work was done by 
Park Division forces with funds provided by the School De- 
partment. The two baseball diamonds were cut out to cor- 
rect dimensions and reclayed. 


The following areas which are included within the scope 
of Park Division work received normal care and mainte- 
nance: Village Green, Shiverick Pond Park, Falmouth Heights 
waterfront area, Elm Arch Way circle, Katy Hatch Hill Park, 
Jericho Park, Maravista Park, Town of Falmouth Infirmary, 
Water Division grounds, Community Center grounds, Town 
Hall grounds, North Falmouth Library grounds, Police Station 
grounds, all School Department grounds, Counting House 
Way Park, Linden Road rotary and Davis Marine Park. 


A brief summary of additional work accomplished by the 
Division includes: Asphalt aprons have been placed in front 
of all seating benches and under all recreational equipment. 
A new concrete floor has been constructed in the Park shop 
and sanitary facilities provided. And in conjunction with 
Departmental policy, we have cooperated with the Highway 
Division by grading and seeding the banks of the new Dil- 
lingham Avenue extension, which was constructed under the 
Chapter 90 New Construction Program, and snow removal 
work and sidewalk plowing have been done as required. 
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FORESTRY DIVISION—Joseph Figuerido, Supt. 


Work projects were divided into four major categories: 


(1) Pruning and sanitation of shade trees in all sections 
of the Township; (2) Five selected spray programs, one in 
compliance with the State Department of Natural Resources; 
(3) Spring and fall tree planting program; (4) Forest main- 
tenance projects. 


Falmouth’s 1962 Dutch Elm diseased trees percentage re- 
mained low, at approximately one percent. Nine confirmed 
cases were recorded and the trees removed in accordance 
with the law. 


Three hundred acres of Gypsy Moth infestation were 
treated in 1962. Fall scouting indicated outstanding results 
and only one small area requires treating in 1963. This work 
is under supervision of State personnel and Falmouth is re- 
quired to comply with the State mandate governing this 
program. 


The Tree Division of the Department is now a well- 
equipped organization and can properly handle all functions 
demanded in tree work efficiently. 


With tree maintenance work on a year-round basis in all 
sections of the Town, definite improvements in the condition 
of our trees should be evident in the near future, barring 
any acts of nature such as a hurricane or physical deform- 
ities caused by disease. 


New streets are accepted by the Town each year, and 
although we would like to grant all requests for shade tree 
planting, this is not always possible. However, approximately 
425 shade trees were planted in various sections of the Town 
during the past two years. 


New legislation to govern and qualify Moth Superintend- 
ents was inacted in the fall of 1962, which will be imple- 
mented in the spring of 1964. Basically, the effect of this 
legislation is that examinations must be taken and passed 
by all personnel, commercial and municipal, handling pesti- 
cides. 
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Forest Christmas tree patrol policies were continued in 
1962. The patrol indicated a definite usefulness. 


The Tree Division wishes to thank the citizens through- 
out the Town for their cooperation when we work along 
their property, and those who call attention to problems 
that arise from time to time. 


We wish to thank the many Town Departments for their 
cooperation throughout the year, and again to thank the 
Cape & Vineyard Electric Company for their assistance in 
the work of clearing public trees adjacent to hot electrical 
lines. 


This year two employees of the Department were forced 
to resign under Chapter 32 of the General Laws of Massachu- 
setts. Roy Allen was for many years Supervisor of Goodwill 
Park. His many friends from every state in the Union will 
miss his friendly greeting next summer as we will miss his 
dedicated service and the personal interest he had in the 
Park. 


J. Scott Densmore has over 22 years of service to the 
Town as Foreman of the Woods Hole Highway Division crew. 
His loyalty to his work, regardless of weather and conditions, 
is unsurpassed and will long be remembered. 


It has been gratifying to serve on the Board of the De- 
partment of Public Works during the past year, and to par- 
ticipate in the growth and progress of the Town by serving 
you. It is our earnest wish to continue to serve constructively 
in the best interests of the community.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


February 4, 1963 
To the Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


I submit the following report for the calendar year 1962 
of the claims and suits against the Town of Falmouth. They 
are set forth in the usual order, namely the suits which have 
been disposed of in 1962 and those disposed of up to the date 
of this report; those new suits which were brought in 1962 
and which have been disposed of up to this date; and the 
suits which are now pending, with the present status of these 
pending cases. 


1. Towns of Barnstable and Falmouth vs. The Woods Hole, 
Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority, 
et als. 

#26182 In Equity Barnstable Superior Court and 
#6113 In Equity Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 


This is the case originally brought in the Barnstable 
Superior Court in which the Towns of Barnstable and Fal- 
mouth, on a Petition for a Declaratory Judgment, sought to 
have the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket 
Steamship Authority restrained from having its boats carry 
passengers and freight from its regular port in Nantucket, 
instead of to Woods Hole, to a new port, namely, Hyannis 
in the Town of Barnstable for which new port this Authority 
was planning to have a ten-year lease with S. Volpe and 
Company, which Company was to dredge an adequate chan- 
nel and build a pier in Lewis Bay, Hyannis. This lease was 
to require rental of $50,000.00 each year, plus one-half (4) 
of the parking lot proceeds, and was also to contain a five- 
year right of renewal clause. The two Towns requested the 
Court to decide whether this Authority had the legal right 
to run its boats between Nantucket and Hyannis, instead of 
Nantucket to Woods Hole, and to enter into such a lease 
therefor with S. Volpe and Company. 
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Hearings had been held first before Judge Cahill in the 
Superior Court at Barnstable, and later before Judge Forte 
in the Superior Court in Boston, in which later hearings the 
findings of Judge Forte were in favor of the Authority and 
against the contentions of the two Towns which appealed 
to the Massachusetts Supreme Court. 


The case was argued at Boston February 2, 1962 before 
the Full Bench of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
(i.e., five Justices). This Court handed down its decision on 
February 23, 1962. The unanimous decision of the Supreme 
Judicial Court was that the Authority does not have legal 
right under the statutes which created it to operate its boats 
from Nantucket to Hyannis, in said Town of Barnstable. 
This decision of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
of course terminated this case in favor of the Towns of 
Barnstable and Falmouth. 


2. Loretta C. Ahearn and Francis T. Ahearn vs. Doyle 
Motors, Inc., NEWS WEEK, Inc., Harry P. Harwich and 
the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth. 

United State District Court (Boston) #60-407-J 


The damages alleged in the writ in this case are $225,000. 
for Loretta C. Ahearn, the injured person, and $25,000 for 
medical services and other expenses of her husband, Francis 
T. Ahearn. 


Loretta C. Ahearn and her husband, Francis T. Ahearn, 
were among others invited by NEWS WEEK, Inc. to enjoy 
a water trip on the boat, ‘Annie B.” This boat, owned by 
Doyle Motors, Inc., or Harry P. Harwich, each year paid the 
Town of Falmouth for docking privileges at the Town Dock 
and Public Landing on the easterly side of the channel en- 
trance to Falmouth Inner Harbor. 


On June 1961, Loretta C. Ahearn, a resident of Hartford, 
Connecticut, in order to embark on this trip, was at the time 
stepping down from the caplog of the Town of Falmouth 
Dock to the deck of the boat “Annie B’”. She claimed that 
while so doing she was caused to fall by being struck on the 
leg by some metal object and that the man on the deck of 
the “Annie B’ who was assigned to assist passengers had let 
go his hold on her hand so that when she fell to the deck 
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her leg buckled under her and her ankle was broken in sev- 
eral places and she suffered other injuries and that, as a 
result, she is still unable to walk without the aid of a cane 
and that her injuries are permanent. 


There had been many preliminary proceedings at Boston 
in this case such as are permitted under the United States 
District Court practice. At different intervals Depositions 
were taken before a Commissioner by various counsel repre- 
senting the different parties. There were many of such de- 
positions. Also there were various Motions to have the case 
dismissed as against certain of the defendants, all of which 
Motions, after hearing were denied by Judge Julian of the 
United States District Court. The testimony of witnesses 
in these depositions proved that the Town of Falmouth re- 
ceived an annual rental for assigning dockage rights to the 
boat “Annie B”. 


In the United States District Court at Boston this case 
was finally called for trial on January 8, 1963. After some 
further delays the case was set for trial on Tuesday, January 
22, 1963, before Judge Julian. A jury had been impanelled. 
Various conferences were then held attended by counsel for 
all parties. Several of these conferences were in the presence 
of Judge Julian. 


Finally as the result of these conferences settlement was 
arrived at by the plaintiffs with the defendants, Doyle Motors, 
Inc. and Harry P. Harwich, which consisted of agreements by 
them to pay a substantial amount of money to the plaintiffs. 
On behalf of the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth it 
was also agreed at the same time that the sum of $1500.00 
additional to the much larger amounts would be paid in set- 
tlement of this case as against the Inhabitants of the Town 
of Falmouth. At that time the other defendant, NEWSWEEK, 
Inc. refused to join in the settlement. Trial of the case there- 
upon proceeded against NEWSWEEK, Inc. before Judge 
Julian and a jury in the United States District Court at Bos- 
ton. Later, however, NEWSWEEK, Inc. also made a settle- 
ment with the Ahearns. 


On behalf of the Town of Falmouth, much of this Court 
activity in Boston before the United States District Court 
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there was handled by John E. Nickerson, Jr., Esq., of the 
firm of Bond & Nickerson, Attorneys, together with Samuel 
Barkin, Esq., a former Massachusetts Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral of much trial experience in the Federal Courts, who 
would have acted further as trial counsel for the Town if 
the case had not been settled. 


3. John B. Mendez vs. David L. Scannell 
First District Court of Barnstable #18577 
Levi Gomes vs. David L. Scannell 
First District Court of Barnstable #18577 


These were claims for damages arising out of a collision 
on January 21, 1961 between an automobile owned and 
operated at the time by John B. Mendez in which auto- 
mobile Levi Gomes was a passenger and a Police Cruiser 
on duty. Officer Scannell was at the time operating 
the Town of Falmouth Police vehicle in the performance 
of his duties as a Police Officer for the Town. The accident 
happened on Palmer Avenue near Watson’s Corner, Fal- 
mouth. Road conditions at the time were bad as they 
were slippery with snow and because large snow banks were 
piled on both sides of Palmer Avenue. The writs in both 
the Mendez case and the Gomes case alleged damages at 
$5,000.00. 

The cases were turned over to George Lebherz, Esq. for 
trial and they were tried by him before Judge Henry L. 
Murphy of the First District Court at Barnstable. Attorney 
John D. Sheehan of New Bedford, represented both plain- 
tiffs. 


In the case of John B. Mendez vs. David L. Scannell 
Judge Murphy found in favor of the defendant, Officer 
Scannell. In the case of Levi Gomes, the passenger, vs. David 
L. Scannell, Judge Murphy made a finding in Gomes favor 
and awarded him damages in the sum of $490.00. It should 
be added here that the Police Cruiser had also been dam- 
aged in this collision. In a claim made on behalf of the 
Town aginst John B. Mendez, owner of the other car, his 
insurance company paid that claim in full. 
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4. Ruth C. Baker (John C. Carr, Executor) vs. In- 
habitants of the Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court #25049 


This is a Land Damage case which had been pending 
for some time in the Barnstable Superior Court. It arose 
out of the Taking by the Town of Falmouth of land and 
beach at West Falmouth as additional land to be used in 
part for parking purposes and to be used in part for bath- 
ing beach purposes. Said land adjoins the larger parcel 
of land belonging to the Town which had been acquired 
by eminent domain from Dr. Giberti. 


The original award of damages, made by the Board of 
Selectmen at the time of the Taking on July 31, 1957, was 
$800.00 for the land taken for parking purposes and $1,500.00: 
for land taken for bathing purposes. The amount originally 
demanded for settlement of this case was $4,200.00. In 
recent negotiations the figure of $3,250.00 was arrived at 
which was approved by the Town of Falmouth Beach 
Committee, by the Board of Selectmen and by myself. 
This case has been settled and thereby terminated by pay- 
ment of said sum of $3,250.00. 


B. Pending Cases in 1962 (and in 1963 to the date of this 
Report). 


1. Cameron Smith et al vs. Falmouth Board of Appeals 
et al 
Barnstable Superior Court #25867 


This is a rather long pending zoning appeal. The 
appeal was from a variance under which the owners were 
given the right to use a barn on their property in North 
Falmouth for the display of a collection of dolls but with 
unacceptable restrictions. 


The owners of the North Falmouth property have been 
operating their display of their large collection of rare 
and antique dolls and dolls from various countries through- 
out the world in the Town of Sandwich without restrictions. 
No recent effort has been made to have this appeal tried. 
It remains as an undisposed of case. 
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2. John R. Augusta et al vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26398 


This is a Petition in Equity brought by the owner of 
the land on the northerly side of Main Street, Falmouth, 
for the purpose of restraining, or invalidating, if possible, 
an easement of a 15-foot strip of land extending from Main 
Street, at land of the Falmouth Locker Plan, to Nye’s Pond. 
This case has been fully heard on the facts before Joseph 
Beecher, Esq., Master. It has not yet come up for final de- 
cision by the Superior Court. 


3. Falmouth Finance Committee vs. Falmouth Board 
of Public Welfare 
Barnstable Superior Court #25617 
Massachusetts Supreme Court #6269 Equity 


This case involves a legal controversy between two 
different departments of the Town of Falmouth. It is 
based upon a Petition brought by the members of the 
Falmouth Finance Committee in the Barnstable Superior 
Court against John DeMello, Jr., J. Edward Nickerson and 
Granville Beale who were then the members of the Board 
of Public Welfare of the Town of Falmouth. 


The Falmouth Finance Committee, in the 1959 Annual 
Town Meeting, by vote of the Town on the request of said 
Finance Committee had obtained an appropriation of 
$7,000.00 of which $5,000.00 was allocated to a proposed in- 
vestigation of the Falmouth Public Welfare Department. It 
was intended that said sum of $5,000.00 should be used by 
the Falmouth Finance Committee to employ a qualified 
outside agency to make the investigation. The Falmouth 
Board of Public Welfare, acting in cooperation with the 
State District Director of Public Welfare, located at New 
Bedford, refused to allow such an investigation by an out- 
side agency. 


The Falmouth Board of Public Welfare took the posi- 
tion that under the General Laws of Massachusetts it was 
not allowed to permit an outside agency employed by the 
Falmouth Finance Committee to make the proposed in- 
vestigation; that the Federal Government, which pays 
a substantial portion of welfare aid, rendered for Aid to 
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Dependent Children, Old Age Assistance and Disability Aid, 
requires that only those persons or agencies specifically 
designated in the General Laws have such rights and that 
while members of the Finance Committee have personally 
such right, it is a right which cannot be delegated to an 
outside agency so employed by them to make such an in- 
vestigation. 

This case has been heard by the Superior Court at Boston, 
a demurrer by the Falmouth Board of Public Welfare has 
been sustained, an Interlocutory and then a Final Decree 
have been entered to which Appeals from each such Decree 
were duly taken by the Falmouth Finance Committee. This 
case is now before the Full Bench of the Massachusetts Su- 
preme Court before which it will soon be argued and de- 
cided. 


It should be herein further stated that in 1959 the Fal- 
mouth Board of Public Welfare had applied to the State 
Department of Public Welfare to make its investigation of 
the Falmouth Public Welfare Department. Such an in- 
vestigation was promptly made in the Summer of 1959. A 
report of this State investigation was given in October, 1959. 
It is common Knowledge that as a result changes were made. 


4. Town of Falmouth vs. Massachusetts Division of Fish- 
eries and Game 
Barnstable Superior Court #26259 Equity 


This case, often referred to as the “Airport” case, is still 
pending in the Barnstable Superior Court. The substance of 
the petition filed on behalf of the Town is that the Town 
claims that there was a failure to comply with the require- 
ment of the General Laws that before any land in any town 
be acquired for purposes of propagation of fish and game, 
the approval of the Board of Selectmen of the Town must 
be obtained; that no such approval was obtained for the 
land which the Town of Falmouth has been using, and has 
paid rent and has for many, many years used as the Falmouth 
Municipal Airport at Coonamessett, Hatchville. 

This case was referred to Joseph Beecher, Master on 
January 3, 1962. Hearings were held before him and a 
view taken of the Falmouth Municipal Airport at Coona- 
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messett, briefs were then prepared and filed, and a Draft 
Master’s Report was made by him. Later a hearing was held 
on this Draft Report after which the Master settled upon 
his Final Report and filed the same. Objections to the 
Master’s Report were filed on behalf of both parties, i.e., the 
Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Game and the Town 
of Falmouth. Also a Motion to Recommit the Report to the 
Master has been filed. These matters are now pending. 


Presumably these matters will come up for further hear- 
ings at the 1963 Jury-Waived Session of the Superior Court 
at Barnstable. 


5. Hazel F. Harding vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Fal- 
mouth 
Middlesex Superior Court #23075 
S. Hale Harding vs. Inhabitants of the Town of Fal- 
mouth 
Middlesex Superior Court #238079 


These cases were brought in the Middlesex Superior 
Court. With the cases against the Town there are companion 
cases by the same parties against the Forbes-MacGregor 
Corporation. 


The Town of Falmouth is the owner of a wharf and dock 
at West Falmouth Harbor on the northerly side of the road 
now called Dock Road. A portion of this property has been 
let to the Forbes-MacGregor Corporation on which portion 
there are gasoline pumps and other facilities of the Forbes- 
MacGregor Corporation to be used in its dealings with the 
public. The remaining portions of the dock and wharf are 
open for use by the public. 


It is claimed on behalf of Hazel F. Harding that she 
was injured by stepping into a hole on this property and was 
thereby severely injured, and deprived of her earning ability. 
These are the bases of her claims against the Town and 
against the Forbes-MacGregor Corporation. Also the case 
involves a claim by her husband for medical expenses. In 
each of the cases the claim is made that the defendants, i.e., 
the Town of Falmouth and the Forbes-MacGregor Corpora- 
tion, were negligent. These cases are now on the “short” list 
which means they may be reached for trial at any date. 
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6. Stephen L. Hughes vs. Arthur A. Monteiro 
Middlesex Superior Court #246151 


In this case it is claimed that on or about September 6, 
1960, the plaintiff, Stephen L. Hughes, was injured by Arthur 
A. Monteiro, a Police Officer of the Town of Falmouth, as a 
result of being hit by Officer Monteiro; that as a result the 
plaintiff claims he has sustained personal injuries which 
will be permanent injuries, and for these injuries he has 
brought suit in the Middlesex Superior Court. The writ 
states that damages are claimed in the sum of $25,000.00. 


In 1960 Labor Day fell on September 5. On that holiday 
weekend during the night of September 5 and the early morn- 
ing hours of September 6 there were great disturbances at 
Falmouth Heights in the vicinity of the Lawrence Sand- 
wich Shop. Because of such disturbances calls were made 
by radio and otherwise for the Falmouth Police to immedi- 
ately come to the scene of these disturbances for the pro- 
tection of persons and property. The plaintiff in this case 
was one of the persons who were present and, we think the 
evidence will show, a person who actively participated in 
said disturbances. 


It is unfortunate for Officer Monteiro that proceedings 
have been brought against him personally, particularly as 
in said proceedings an attachment has been placed on his 
home on Maravista Avenue in Falmouth. An Article in the 
1963 Town Meeting Warrant requests that the Town assume 
the defense of this case on behalf of Officer Monteiro. 


7. Marguerite S. Weidener vs. The Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26565 


Marguerite S. Weidner, who is a resident of Reading, 
Pennsylvania, has brought this suit in the Barnstable Su- 
perior Court against the Town of Falmouth, claiming that on 
July 21, 1961, while she was walking on the sidewalk of the 
Woods Hole Road, opposite, or nearly opposite No. 555 Woods 
Hole Road, she stepped into a depression in the sidewalk and 
was thereby caused to fall and suffer severe injuries. In 
other words, she claims that this was a defective sidewalk 
and therefore she is entitled to recover against the Town of 
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Falmouth for her injuries. At the time of the accident she 
was apparently temporarily staying in Woods Hole. 

This case is on the Barnstable Jury Trial list. The 
damages claimed in the writ are for $4,500.00. 


New Cases in 1962: 

William G. Welsh vs. The Town of Falmouth 

Barnstable Superior Court #27015 

Under date of December 27, 1962, a Petition for Assess- 
ment of Land Damages was brought by William G. Welsh of 
Falmouth against the Town of Falmouth and entered in the 
Barnstable Superior Court. 

A taking by Eminent Domain, had been made by the Con- 
servation Commission of the Town of Falmouth of land of 
Mr. Welsh. These takings were of two parcels of land border- 
ing on Salt Pond, Falmouth, the first parcel, estimated to 
contain an area of 2.04 acres of land, is mostly lowland or 
swamp land, and the other smaller parcel, both being on the 
northerly side of Surf Drive, is estimated to contain about 
one (1) acre of the same type of land. 


The amounts of land damages awarded to Mr. Welsh, 
owner, by the Conservation Commission of the Town of Fal- 
mouth were $1,250.00 for the first parcel and $600.00 for the 
second parcel. 

The filing of such a Petition means, of course, that the 
owner is not satisfied with the amounts awarded him and, if 
necessary, will require a Jury Trial to determine what 
amounts in their opinion, the jury decides to be the fair 
values of these two parcels. 

This case is not returnable in the Superior Court until 
March, 1963, which means that it probably will be on the 1963 
October Jury Trial list. 


Cesar Miranda et ux vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26625 


Cesar Miranda and Mary Miranda were owners of certain 
parcels of land located on Brick Kiln Road, Falmouth, from 
which parcels of land Takings were made by the Town of 
Falmouth under date of March 29, 1961, namely: 
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Parcel No. 19, 1,500 sq. ft.; 

Parcel No. 39, 3,200 sq. ft. and 

Parcel No. 43, 7,200 sq. ft. 

The award made for each of said parcels was the nominal 
award of one dollar ($1.00), or a total of three dollars ($3.00) 
for said three Takings. These owners being dissatisfied with 
the nominal awards for their land have filed their Petition 
for Assessment of Land Damages by a Jury. This case is 
included in the list of Jury cases for Jury Trial, and it may 
actually come up for trial either in April or October of this 
year, 1963. 


John F. Ferreira vs. Inhabitants of The Town of Fal- 
mouth 
Barnstable Superior Court #26634 


This Petition is brought by John Ferreira against the 
Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth, based upon the fact 
that in 1959 the Petitioner, who was the owner of certain 
ijland bounded on Vineyard Sound in Falmouth and being be- 
tween Vineyard Sound and the way Known as Menauhant 
Road. He alleges that his land was so damaged by the con- 
struction of the concrete wall built at the side of the road 
and which was obviously for the purpose of protecting in the 
event of high tides, strong winds or hurricanes, the nearby 
Menauhant Road. Petitioner also alleges that no entry was 
made. 

Petitioner further claims damages by reason of the con- 
struction of said wall and by forcible entry by which pre- 
sumably is meant that workmen had, without his consent or 
permission, entered and erected the concrete wall. This case 
is on the Barnstable Superior Court Jury list. On behalf of 
the Town of Falmouth a Demurrer combined with an An- 
swer, have been filed. 


Philip Stathe vs. George D. Sylvia 

First District Court of Barnstable #19732 

By writ dated April 18, 1962, Philip Stathe brought an 
action of tort against George D. Sylvia, a fire fighter of the 
Town of Falmouth, claiming damages in the sum of $400.00. 
He alleged that on, or about September 27, 1961 the de- 
fendant, George D. Sylvia, was negligently operating a motor 
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vehicle on Main Street, Falmouth, that it collided with the 
plaintiff’s automobile and badly damaged same. 


At the time referred to the defendant, George D. Sylvia, 
was operating the Town of Falmouth Fire Department 
ladder truck and was proceeding slowly out of the main 
Fire Station on the southerly side of Main Street, Falmouth, 
headed towards the center of the public highway, Main 
Street. The plaintiff in his automobile was approaching 
and proceeding in an Easterly direction along Main Street. 
The Fire Department truck, was, at the time of the accident, 
well out into the street and was stopped. The defendant 
claims that the automobile of the plaintiff attempted to go 
around the front end of said Fire Department truck but 
failed to go far enough out into the middle of the street and 
struck the truck. It was a bright sun-shiny morning and 
the sun shown directly toward the approaching automobile 
of the plaintiff. 


It would appear that the negligence of this plaintiff was 
what caused the accident. This case remains inactive at 
present. 


Various small claims have been presented against the 
Town in 1962. Those for which the Town appeared to be re- 
sponsible have been settled by settlements at moderate 
agreed upon amounts. There appear to be no small claims 
now pending. 


CONCLUSION: 


For at least one more year Falmouth has succeeded in 
avoiding any large verdicts or adverse findings against it. 
Also it is to be noted that the new cases brought in 1962 
and in 1963 up to this date, involve substantially smaller 
amounts and less serious issues than those disposed of in 
1962 and in 1963 up to this date. 


Many court cases are already set for trials or hearings 
in 1963 and it is hoped that in 1963 the verdicts and findings 
will continue to be as favorable as now reported.

The School Building Needs Committee held 23 meetings 
during the year to consult about the new Intermediate 
School and to develop preliminary plans for the proposed 
school in North Falmouth. The Committee also met twice 
in Boston with the State School Building Assistance Com- 
mission. 


The Committee has had educational specifications pre- 
pared by the school staff for the new elementary school, 
engaged the architectural firm of Haynes, Lieneck & Smith, 
Inc., and consulted closely with the architects in its prepa- 
ration of the preliminary plans. The problem and the 
proposed solution are described in a special report printed 
in a brochure for distribution with this Town Report. 


Work has been progressing on the new Intermediate 
School, and we are confident that it will be occupied and 
in full operation by September, 1963. Expenditures for the 
project to date are shown in the Town Accountant’s Report.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


Appended to this report are the usual data—the lists, tab- 
ulations and assorted statistics about the children, the staff, 
the finances. Some of it, like the list of high school gradu- 
ates, is for the honor of it and to make the record more or 
less indestructible; and some is to provide comparable annual 
data with which to make inferences about the schools. 


The lists get longer and the figures larger, and aside from 
their content, their increasing bulk alone suggests the growth 
in enrollment that has made necessary the new intermediate 
school on Jones Road, which is to open next September, and 
the planning of the elementary school for North Falmouth, 
which should open the September after that. We will not 
Gwell upon the dreary effects upon the school of current 
classroom shortage, since they will come to an end next Sep- 
tember. The anticipation of this alone has made this a ban- 
ner year. 


The theme, Creating a Better Climate for Learning, 
which was chosen by the principals for their annual reports, 
suggests the current mood. It focuses attention upon the cen- 
tral figure in the school, the pupil—subordinating all else, 
plant, equipment, even teacher, to his main purpose, which is 
learning. There is theory in this theme that learning, like 
physical growth, is promoted at varying stages by different 
conditions of atmosphere and nutrient and that these can be 
identified and controlled. There is concern that we should do 
better, and optimism that we can and will. This is the chal- 
lenge to those who keep school. 


I commend to you the reports of the principals and others 
on this theme. They tell of responses of the school to this 
challenge. The Director of Curriculum & Guidance explains 
how the School attempts to meet the special needs of both the 
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intellectually gifted and the handicapped and at the same 
time to challenge all the pupils to exert their best efforts. He 
tells of the contributions of the reading, speech and special 
class specialists. The high school principal speaks of the in- 
teractions between teachers in the several departments and 
of their accomplishments, under the newly created depart- 
ment leaders, in modernizing and enriching the curriculum. 
The elementary school principals describe how they have 
tried to create attractive schools, worthy of the loyalties of 
boys and girls and stimulating to their interest in things of 
the spirit and of the intellect. 


You have asked, “How well are we doing?” There is no 
easy nor absolute answer. There are, of course, objective evi- 
dences, like standardized test scores, by which we may com- 
pare our pupils with those in other towns. For the rest, each 
person will judge favorably or otherwise, from the ways in 
which his experiences with the school stack up against his 
expectations and standards. For what they are worth, I share 
with you, as bits of evidence, some of my own experiences 
since I last reported. They are but samples of many, varied 
in nature and in degree of significance, but I think they are 
representative. 


. .. I have pored over the mass of standardized test data 
from the guidance office and found that at every level in 
the elemenetary school and in nearly all academic subjects 
in the high school, the scores of our pupils exceed the ex- 
pected scores for the grade. 


. .. I have seen the Lawrence High School building serv- 
ing not only as a day school but as a center, night after 
night, for university extension and other courses—enrol- 
ling 762 students in 22 college-level classes, 8 high school 
classes, 5 non-credit courses, and 4 vocational courses. 


.. . IT have read an exciting report on school libraries pre- 
pared by a committee of our teachers, heard it discussed 
at Staff Council meeting, and observed the School Commit- 
tee adopt a budget, making possible the implementation of 
some of the recommendations—a library and librarian in 
the high school; a library and librarian in the new Inter- 
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mediate School; and libraries in each of the elementary 
schools. 


... I have noted in the in-service training records, that 
our teachers have completed 94 courses during the year, 
and acted as leaders or participants in educational semi- 
nars, conferences, and school] evaluations too numerous to 
list here. 


.. . Ihave seen the science and mathematics courses mod- 
ernized and transformed, one after another, under teach- 
ers and department leaders who have sat in course or in 
consultation with scholars in the fields. 


. .. I have watched a sensitive and dedicated teacher 
patiently draw out from a retarded pupil understandings 
on which to build his hopes for the future. 


...I have observed imaginative teachers working with 
young minds, and realized, as I watched pupils respond, 
that something good was happening that will make a dif- 
ference in the lives of these children. 


... Ihave sat with the Falmouth Case Conference Com- 
mittee, representatives of the social and welfare agencies 
in the area and the police, who meet monthly under lead- 
ership of our director of curriculum & guidance to explore 
ways of working more helpfully with our boys and girls. 


... 1 have heard high school students, having returned 
from participating in the Model United Nations, discuss 
their experiences before service clubs and fellow students 
with unusual depth and perception. 


... I have thrilled at the sensitivity and sophistication of 
the student work in the Cape Cod School Art Show, in 
which our staff and pupils play a major role as planners 
and contributors. 


... [have read a paper by a grade school youngster show- 
ing rare insights into cultural and religious differences in 
our society. 


... [have listened to an orchestra of 150 elementary chil- 
dren—and have heard one child play with such feeling as 
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to be startled into awareness of the meaning music should 
have for the young. 


. .. I have noted how the educational opportunities in the 
area have been expanded through the Community College 
—in which 20 of our graduates are now enrolled. 


. .. I have talked with citizens, including the School Com- 
mittee, interested in providing greater opportunities for 
vocational training in the area; and note that an article 
is in the Town Meeting warrant to establish a citizen’s 
committee to study the possibilities of a regional trade 
school for Cape Cod. 


. . . Lhave worn the toga at the Latin classes’ Roman ban- 
quet, (which is as well attended as its football counter- 
part,) and marveled at the evidences of the quickening 
power of a language that some have called “dead”. 


. .. I have observed the increase in the number and per- 
centage of our graduates attending four-year colleges. 


... 1 have recorded the vote of the School Committee to 
inaugurate a Summer School program in 1963. 


. . . [ have witnessed men transform, by a magic I cannot 
describe, a group of uncommitted boys into champions, 
thereby instilling in them loyalties and self-esteem to sus- 
tain them in other more significant ventures in life. 


... I have observed the favorable effects of parent and 
community interest upon pupil performance—for example, 
in the development and improvement of the high school 
band. 


. . . I have seen the school serve as a setting for the car- 
rying out of an important school science project of nation- 
al significance, in which a group of astronomers and 
teachers from the University of Illinois, financed by the 
National Science Foundation, are writing a new program 
for teaching certain aspects of science in the elementary 
grades. 


.. . I have seen the School Committee indicate, week after 
week, their concern for, as well as their understanding 
and support of the schools of this town. 
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... I have seen the Student Council, with a maturity we 
have come to expect, spearhead the formation of a com- 
mittee to bring a foreign exchange student to our school 
and to send one of ours abroad. 


... 1 have observed the new Intermediate School rising 
on Jones Road and scrutinized the plans for the proposed 
new school in North Falmouth, and sat in the meetings of 
Building Committee and School staff planning the im- 
proved educational offerings that these additions will make 
possible. 


. I have recorded the School Committee votes to pro- 
vide more leadership and staffing for these new develop- 
ments. 


.. . Finally, I have participated with the Committee in the 
preparation of the accompanying budget, which, if voted, 
will provide for the continuing support of these measures. 


I find experiences of this sort cause for encouragement 
that a favorable climate for learning exists in the schools 
and in the community.

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History of the Falmouth Libraries 


Falmouth Public Library 


Falmouth Memorial Library is the proper name of the building just 
east of the Town Hall, erected in 1901 as a memorial to the Falmouth 
men who went to war in 1861-65. Most of their names are on a plaque 
at the entrance. 


The town’s library traces its history back to the Library Society of 
1792, whose members had joint ownership in books which they passed 
around. A circulating library was formed in 1876 which became the 
town library in 1892. The front corner room of the Town Hall served 
as public library until the present library building, a modified repro- 
duction of the library in Falmouth, England, was erected. 


Conspicious in the central lobby is the Falmouth town seal in 
colored glass set in the skylight dome. Collections of interest include 
a shelf of books by and about Katharine Lee Bates and a tablet in mem- 
ory of Joseph Jefferson Holland, an actor of distinction. 


Recently alterations have virtually doubled the available space with- 
in the building. There is a large children’s room on the lower floor, a 
periodical storage room, and a room for processing the growing collection. 
New fluorescent lighting in the reference and reading rooms, complete 
repainting, new furniture and venetian blinds have transformed the 
whole interior. Circulation of books, which has risen drastically in re- 
cent years, gained another 9,817 in 1962 to total 98,277. 


The adult department is suffering growing pains and badly needs 
additional shelf space. Plans and blueprints for a mezzanine floor over 
the present stack area, drawn in 1928 and recently discovered in the 
library’s old files, have been examined by the Board of Trustees. 


The location and resources of the library have been considered fa- 
vorably by the planning committee for the Eastern Massachusetts re- 
gional library system which has recommended that Falmouth Public 
Library be designated as a sub-regional library. This will add greatly 
to its present resources in services and books, particularly in the refer- 
ence department, and will be of great benefit to the community. 

Next step for library trustees and staff is opening of an East Fal- 
mouth branch in the library room at the East Falmouth Elementary 
School. 


North Falmouth Library 


Newest of Falmouth’s libraries is that at North Falmouth, now 
operated as a branch of Falmouth Public library, which began as a 
small collection of books housed in North Falmouth Congregational 
Church. 

North Falmouth Library Association was formed in 1956, turned 
up 165 members and raised $1,550. By purchase and from gifts it also 
acquired 2,000 books. The church space was soon outgrown, and the li- 
brary moved into the old North Falmouth fire station. With assistance 
from the town and the library trustees this was remodeled for library 
use. More shelves were added in 1961, but the walls cannot be moved out 
to make sufficient space.

At the start of this year the North Falmouth branch had 5,202 books, 
its circulation last year was 12,059. 


Present proposal is to include the new library as a part of the new 
North Falmouth elementary school, and town meeting will vote on this 
plan. 


West Falmouth Library 


Important as a center of community activities and meeting place 
for the village organizations is West Falmouth Library. Its collection 
of over 6,000 books has grown over more than eight decades from a 
small lending library organized by a literary society known as the 
Young People’s Union. Its five original members, with ten cent member- 
ship fees, a weekly tax of a penny on each member and public enter- 
tainments had gathered 50 volumes by 1879. 


The collection was for a time in the Methodist Church Vestry, later 
in the tag factory on Chapoquoit Road and finally into a small building 
erected for the purpose. When the West Falmouth Library Association 
was chartered in 1893 it had 800 volumes. A summer family gave the 
site opposite the Friends meeting house. The late D. Wheeler Swift 
loaned money for construction of the present building in 1896. Later he 
tore up the notes, and left an $8,000 trust fund for maintenance of the li- 
brary and community center. Other legacies have added to the endow- 
ment fund. 


The late Albert S. Bowerman served as librarian for 40 years. Mrs. 
James A. Boyce, when she retired as library association president in 
1961 to become a trustee, had held that post for 47 years. 


Woods Hole Public Library 


Story of Woods Hole’s village library can be traced back to 1873, 
when the Woods Hole Social Library Association was formed. This 
group sold shares of stock. Income from these and from assessments 
was used to purchase books. First collection of books was housed in the 
room in the home of Asa Shiverick on Water Street. When Liberty Hall, 
the Woods Hole Community Hall, was built, the library moved there. 
There were more moves and the collection grew slowly until, about 
1900, the village raised by subscription money to buy the lot now oc- 
cupied by the library building. The village school was housing the 
library when the present library association was formed in 1910, headed 
by Walter O. Luscombe. Funds were raised to erect the fieldstone build- 
ing which was opened in 1913. Original cost was $11,000. A $15,000 
addition dates from ten years ago. A basement thrift shop, gifts from 
both summer and year around residents, proceeds of benefit entertain- 
ments and a small annual grant from the town finance the Woods Hole 
Library, which last year circulated over 19,000 books. Sharing space 
with books are collections of ship models and the paintings of the late 
Franklin Lewis Gifford.
